It is true that the tables cf the rich are 
h-.dsd with the most, ccatiy luxuries from all 
p vrts of the world, but is it no’ true also 
th at the poorest among us are diily in the 
ci joymen*. of a hundred more deli -acies and 
luxuries than were proem able by tho rich of 
one hundred years since? 
Indeed, tho hum­ 
blest of our citizens regard many crtic’ei of 
f icd as among the nrcssaries op their tables 
which the rich c u li Dot obtain but half a 
century ago.

Toe small farmer, therefore, who fe.ls tbe 
pressure of the baud of combined capital and 
the greed of the rich, is still much better off 
than he was a cen ury or a half a century 
ago. 
Farm ers must 1-arn tha power and ad­ 
vantage there is in union of interests an i 
union of action. 
Farm ers now are inte’li- 
gent compared to the turners of evtn a quar­ 
ter of a century ago, and thry must learn to 
use that inteilirci.es. Dot only in the cultiva­ 
tion of the soil aud the securing of their 
crops, b at they siu-t iesra to use it in the 
way of marketing their crops and in coun­ 
teracting 
every and all efforts, whether 
made by individuals or by corporations, 
to 
take 
uadne 
advantage 
of 
tl ein. 
I t is not necessary th at a farmer, to make 
hiruself secure against oppression, should be 
a large wheat grower, a 'large stock grower, 
or. a large wine or wool grow er; but it is 
necessary th at he should so place and con- 
cectrace his produce with similar produce of 
others that it will be an object to the dealer or 
commission merchant to handle it. 
W hen a 
large amount of good wheat or other crop or 
crops are concentrated a t one point, and the 
disposal of this wheat or other produce is 
placed in the hands of one person as agant or 
trustee, then it becomes an object for dealers 
or commission merchants to secure it for tbe 
profits or commissions th at may be made on 
it, and tbe dealer will give th* highest price, 
and the commission merchant will handle an i 
sell it at the lowest rats of commission. 
So 
the transporter inland or on the sea will 
transport a large crop a t lower tares than he 
can afford to a email crop. 
Farm ers must 
use their intelligence to eecure benefits to 
themselves aud tbeir associate farmers. 
I t 
does not pay the farmer to be selfish, or to 
keep himself and his interests separate and 
apart from bis fellow farm*™ 
W hile we 
m aiatain th at farmers and all laboringcla»*-a 
have been benefited by modern improvements 
and modern civilization generally, still we 
are aware that they by the nee of their csrn 
political power and intelligence might be, 
and should be, benefited much more than 
they have been. 


California Hopa 
Id whatever part of ths world an in­ 
dividual has raised a successful crop of hops 
this year there ia a fortunate producer. Hops 
are in good demand everywhere, and the gen­ 
eral supply is short, and hence prices are 
high. 
In the E «stern States and Eurrpi 
there have been short crops for a number of 
years, and the supply on hand haa been 
growing constantly leai, till there is b at little 


besides the present crop to draw on. W hile 
croos are short almost everywhere else this 
year, they are good in California, and onr 
own hop-growers are among the fortunate. 
B at this is not the most important feature or 
circumstance grow l g cut of the shortage cf 
the hop crop. 
California hop9 will now go 
all over the world, and consumers every­ 
where will have a first-rate opportunity to 
test them and learn their superior merits. 
T e California hops are really superior to 
the best German hops, and, in fact, to 
hops grown in any other part of the world, 
and the present condition of tha hop market» 
will give California an opportunity to secare 
this verdict, and will secure it wherever they 
are used. Already English buyers are m oug 
us with their orders for thousands of bales, 
and a 'ready they are confessing that our hopa 
are . uperlor to all others. These expert? have 
not only given in their verd c; to this effect 
bu-, they agree also th at Sacramento heps 
have the advantage in some important re­ 
spects over hops raised in any other locality 
iu the State. 
This may crow out of the more 
favorable climate in loe Sacramento valley, 
and it may come from the batter mode of 
handling them. 
W e cm easily account for 
the general superiority of California hops 
over those grown in countries where rains 
and damp weather ia th e,ru le during the 
growing and maturing of hops. 
We have 
o rains and but eli.h t dews here after 
the 
hops are 
in 
bloom 
till 
they 
are 
m atarea and gathered, and no uing to ex­ 
tract any of the natural strength of the pol­ 
len, or to fade or ducilor the leaf of the 
flj-ver or ball m anyw ay. 
] fop lands and 
hop peles will be in demand in this. State 
from this on, and tho e who got into the busi­ 
ness next year without too much expense, 
aid nccecd in making a good crop, are pretty 
certain to do w ell; but, like every other agri­ 
cultural enterprise, hop raising is liable to be 
overdone. 
I t was but a few years finca that 
California horvgrnwera were unable to srli 
their craps except at a lo.-s, and many w. o 
had gone into the husmees without much 
means, and who had not got a goad s:arf, 
were made bankrupt. There is a good proht 
in raising hops, if properly managed, at 25 
cants a pound, and, if course, at 50 cents 
there is a pretty good thing. 
W e kne w cf a 
large hop rai*er th at made a good comfort­ 
able fortune in rais’ng hope at 25 cents on a 
conlract for a number of years, and new he 
will make another at 50 cents in one year. 


The Peach for Canning. 
There are probably few people who set 
much real value on the cling-ntone peach to 
eat from the hand or on the table. 
There are 
perhaps 
but few people from 
Northern 
States that think tbe elim-aiuLe of much real 
value for auy pu p we. 
Tha freh-stone is the 
onpnlar reach of the northern portion cf the 
United Statu-, aud the cling has not much 
h i ! on the favor of the p? >ple. 
Notwith­ 
standing this, the cling-scone perch has a 
place and a v.t'ue, and ia the S uthern States 
¿his value is rec- gaiz.rd quite generally. 
A 
good cling-stone peach is oy far the mo-t val­ 
uable peach for cannirg, and tho ¡e who would 
meet the demand ia th-s r_eprc; wili net cut 
cliug-stocc trees. _______

of peaceful commerce, aud of abundant­

supplied arsenals, etc., b ut also by

I had read of students’ duels, 
and heard som ewhat of them since srriv- 
ing here, and a few d a\3 ago made an ar­ 
rangem ent, through a young American stu ­ 
dent a t the U niversity, to be prssc-nt at 
one of the semi-weekly occasions on which 
these affairs arc fought out. 
Accordingly, 
this morning, a little before S o’clock, my 
friend failed for rn- a t my hotel, accom­ 
panied by a young officer in ib e arm y a d 
we together 
repaired to the Friedrich 
strasse station of the elevated railw ay io 
go to the place Belecteu for the 
dm-is, 
w hich is a t present about three miles dis­ 
tan t, 
IN OLD BERLIN. 
A t the 
station 
we 
were m et by a 
C aptain of one of tbe eight corps in which 
th e elite of U niversity students are di­ 
vided—a tail, gentlem anly, intelligent and 
good-natured young German, who did me 
th e honor to act as my escort to th e duel­ 
ing arena. 
'i’r.e el- vated railw ay is an immensely 
solid and very handsome structure of brick, 
w ith half a dozen separate tracks, intended 
to be used as a union course for all rail­ 
roads entering Berlin. 
IVTe rapidly passed out of new B?rlin, 
across th a t branch of t ie Spree on t e 
b ack of which i? the tine old scloas, or 
caotle, w ith its im perial dome, and over 
which is the bridge ornam ented w ith 
i 
superb equestrian s 'u ’ua of 
the G reat , 
Elector. 
W e Bee a tnsze of busy, narrow ' 
streets, extending te ta e other branch or j 
the Spree where tne original settlem ent - f | 
B riin was made, and a;;aiu come to wod; : 
streets in a n ew su '-arn if the great city, 
growing on all its margins. 
As we pa s 
on cur rapid fl'ght over the heads of busy 
m ultitudes bciow, let me give you the pre­ 
lim inary inform ation which I gained from 
m y companions.

DIVIDED INTO SETS, Olt CLIQUES 
Of a thousand s tu d e n t, about one hundred 
and fifty, from the bet* families, consider 
them selves the elite.

A push, m passing, even if accidental ; a 
black look, an equivocal word dropped aud 
overheard, arc sufficient to set the parties 
at each other in the mode I was about to 
witness. 
There is not necessarily any 
m alice; it is a conventional provocation, 
givea and received ordinarily to affimd op­ 
portunity to tight. N ot oncejiu a tnousanti 
tim es is this kind of duel fatal. 
Scarred 
cheeks and foreheads, noses cu t off, tre ­ 
panned skulls, and such beautifiers of p r 


h e 'd them up aa Aaron and H n rr held up 
those of Moses.

T he wooden shoe, as we all kiiow, is 
quite a national institution of France, and 
in B rittan y more than any other p art of 
th a t country ; its “ clank ” is heard every­ 
where ; people w ear it alm ost habitually 
there who would fight shy of it elsewhere, 
Bave on high days, holidays and ert grande, 
tenue, when “ there is nothing like leather. ” 
Hence follows the necessity for a suffi­ 
ciently large brotherhood of sabotiera who, 
as they could not possibly live in tow ns or 
large villages by reason of the cost of tran s­ 
port of the rough m aterial exceeding the 
price of the m anufactured goods, are forC:d 
to reside in woods aud forests or other 
places where suitable tim ber may be avail­ 
able. 
Of th e 
sabotier’s house, such as it 
is, the State takes no notice ; tho tax- 
gatherer never comes near i t ; th e owner 
can shift it to another locality when 
he 
lik e s; 
the

He 
buys a certain num ber of trees of the

cluded a t some village notary’s bureau, 
and th e tim ber m arked, the sabotier comes 
to the place w ith his donkey-cart loaded 
w ith the few poor fittings and furniture of 
bis ancient aud much-soiled bedding, bis 
rough self-made cradles aud cots, some 
well-worn culinary utensils, and the tnols 
of his trade, to w it: felliDg-axes and saws,

These are his only movables. 
F or the rest the site on which he squats 
provides him. 
A t dawn he comes ; 
all 
day he Í3 laboring w ith the sw eat of his 
brow a t th e roof tre e ; 
by night it is 
finished, garnished and occupied. Ho beats 
even a London contractor of scamped su­ 
burban villas in rapidity of construction. 
Then, if the m aterial be abundant, he may 
remain on the ches-m site for a year or tw o ; 
if otherw ise, a few m onths’ location, and 
he seeks another clearing. 
H e is a regular 
BeJonio, this sabotier, and, like th at no­ 
m ad, can say : “ The rope which holds my 
te n t has seen all cities perish.” 
Tbe never 
altering end and aim of a Breton wooden 
shoem aker's being is to fabricate sabots, 
and out of this groove he and his never run. 
.'•'uch as the father is, such is the son, aud, 
for the m atter of th at, the daughter also. 
Children, so to speak, are to th e m anner 
born of m aking sabot», and a t so tender 
an age as five or six years they may be seen 
smoothing, blackening, varni¡hing stringing 
together in lots the coverings which their 
parents 
and other relations have cut, 
shaped” and hollowed out into chavesures 
for the hum an foot. 
W hen a sufficient 
load of sabots has been completed a t a cer­ 
tain fixing, the sabotier goes w ith it to the 
nearest village or town where his wholesale 
dealer resides, and to whom he disposes of 
tb e lot. 
W ith the money thus obtained he 
replaces a few articles absolutely necessary 
for his wants, snd w ith the residue pava 
for tim'w-r already b ught, felled aad u til­ 
ized. 
M oney is put into the parses of tree 
owner and notary, hn t little finding it* 
place in th a t of the workm an. 
H aving no 
association w ith neighbors, abhorred by 
farmers, disdained by townsfolk, these Sel­ 
kirks, in the m idst of high civilization 
around, live w ithout further contact or in­ 
tercourse with society than th a t which has 
been told of, viz , to bny wood, and to sell 
th eir handicraft.—{London Globe.

low was covered w ith scale») was hairy, 
b ut th e crown of the head was bald, which 
added much to its hum au a*ptct.

and m istrably torm ented him ,”

t ie arinne. and rise again when it r.-se,” 
Through a great piece oi im prudence ono 
day they allowed him to bathe in the sea, 
first taking th e precaution to stretch three 
n> ts acrosi the m outh of the haven th a t he 
m ight not escape; but, hiving to the bot­ 
tom, he came up outside of to e nets, and 
was given up for.lu st; in which, however, 
they were m istaken, tor “ he cam 1 to them 
againe >f his own «acorde, and remayned 
w ith them tw o m onths afrer.” 
A merman was taken in the same looality 
in the tim e of U sury II., and was “ kept 
by B»r‘hi lome».' de Giaiuville, custodian of 
the castle of Or -lord, by .he apace of six 
m onths cr more. 
He spake not a word. 
O ftentim es he was b rc -.ih t to church, 
where ho showed uo tokens of a io n tio n . 
A t 1-ngth, wh-.-ahe was not well looked to, 
lie stole away to tho s,a, and never afrer 
appeared.” 
CAPTURED MERMEN. 
B ut c.-.piured mermen have not always 
be. n so irreverent. A F ather of tiio Society 
of Jisu», re'.ur. '.ug to Rome from India, 
reported th a t during his travels he had seen 
“ s seaim n .a oraed w ith an episcopal 
m itre .'’ 
Ir did not beer its confinement 
well, nr.d having been let loose it m ade its 
way dow n to the r-ta ; bu*. “ before it finally 
disappeared it turned and bowed iu taauka 
for its liberty.” 
As a gent ral thing th e m?rmaid3 cap­ 
tured proved to bo lar inoro devout whoa 
brought into the church than rnerm m . 
1 » 
14ü3 a m erm aid taken in a lake in Holland, 
“ throw n thitficr forty of tho sea,” was 
carried into the city of Hoeriem, w lnro sire 
“ sntfcred herself to have garm en's upon 
h r, aud adm itted the use of brt-a !, m ilk 
and sim ilar articles of diet. 
A ’s > she did 
learn to spin, aud to do many other things 
after the m anner of women ; also she did 
devoutly bend the knees to the. image of 
Oiirist crucified, being docile in all thiuys 
of which she was commanded of her mas­ 
ter : bu t living there m any years she ni­ 
vea-, s rem ained m ute.” 
Stories are told of 
other m erm aids th a t bccim e quite d o ic s - 
licated, and made them s lives useful about 
the house, although, owing to the singular 
form ation of th eir lower m ember, and tne 
absence of feet-, th eir n n v em en ti on land 
were necessarily constrained, aud w .re a t 
tim es aw kw ard. 


A RRAL ON». 
In I7C1 tw o girls on the island of Noir- 
m outitrs ca-ne upon a 6trango form iq a 
grotto. 
W hen discovered i: was leaning 
upon its han Is, surveying its face in the 
water. 
One of tha girls, nothing daunted, 
strnck a knife into the creature, which, 
wounded, groaned audibly. 
I t had the 
breast of a fuli-ehested w-onin. 
The chin 
was adorned w ith a beard formed of shells, 
and over the whole body there were tufts 
of sim ilar shells— probably gooso barnacles. 
The tail was th a t of a fish, and on it there 
was an excresoenoe th a t was neith»r a foot 
nor a fin, but which no doubt served some 
useful purpose. 


N um bers of baby m erm aids bave been 
caught. One seen sporting w ith its m other 
on the coast of New Spain was taken alive 
and kept in a tu b of w ater for several days, 
when it died for w ant of proper nourish 
merit. 
This specimen, when exam ined by 
the Royal Acade ny of Science a t Faria, was 
pronounced very childlike in the upper 
p art of the b o d y ; hn t the fingers were 
webbed, and “ the hair on its head was 
rath er coarse and more weedy than th a t cf 
an infant.” 
Of other m erchildren interest 
ing accounts have been preserved. 
Of two 
taken on the shore of th e Isle of M an one 
died of the injuries it had received, but the 
othei lived and seemed quite cin ten ted in 
a tu b of w ater. Its skin was of pale-brown 
color, th e scales were ticged w ith vielet, 
and the hair, or w hat was taken for hair, 
was of a greenish cost. Its m onth was very 
email and delicately shaped, and although 
it had no teeth, it fed w ith avidity on shell­ 
fish, and drank freely of milk and w ater, 
which it sucked through a quill, showing 
th a t it had learned to feed fr»m a bottle, 


A LITTLE ONE. 
A tiny merohild. scarcely tw o feet in 
length, caught in 1759 was exhibited th at 
year a t th e fair a t 8t. German. 
I t was 
very active in the vessel in which it was 
kept, fed freely on bread or sm all flzhea, 


and while feeding looked earnestly a t the 
spectators—a peculiarity th a t was vari­ 
ously interpreted by those who w atched 
its movements. 
A lthough a female, the 
features were ugly, tn e skin was harsh, the 
ears large, aud the tail was CiArred w ith 
the regulation scaleB. 
The coast oi Scotland, in th s ear'v part 
of the present centurv, was very good Ssh- 
ing grounds for m erm aids, and had it been 
worked properly acme tine specimens m ight 
oiave been captured.

In 1822, owned by Captain E id is, on hoard 
of an A m triean ship bound for Boston.

some Cniuere fhherm en, who sold it for a 
tr.iie, end each tim e th at it had changed 
hands it had been bought at an ad vanee. 
Dr. Phillips, after a careful exam ination, 
found th a t its teeth were very regular, 
eight incisor?, four car.ro»-, and eight mo­ 
lars, tbe canine like those of an ape or a 
well-grown dog.

“ I have sailed some- 
w .iat in the Son;hern re»»,” he said, “ but 
m oitly in th e H ortn A tlantic and A rctic 
w aters.

She was of 210 tons burden, new

THZ WIIA1.KBOATS 
Of every cation have a peculiarity, bu t 
they are generally from tw enty-four to 
enty-cignt feet long, and about five feet 
six iuoh -sin w idth, and draw about tw elve 
inches of wa er, sharp a t both ends, w ith 
th e bheer running high, to prevent her 
from going under w hile being tow ed by 
th e whale. 
The kc.-l is convexed in the 
center, to enable it to steer more readdy, 
an d for th e same reason it is steered w ith 
an oar instead of a rudder. 
Forw ard is a 
copper chock for th e w hale line to run 
through over th e bows, and in th e stern 
sheet is tb s loggerhead to check th e lir.e 
as th e whale takes it ont, and to keep the 
boat steady and from going under while 
th e whale draw s it as lightning speed 
through the w ater. 
I t is tupplied w ith 
row-iocke, oars, boat-hook, lances, har­ 
poons, tw o tubs of tw o-and a-half-iuch 
lino of about 120 fathem s each, lantern, 
box for barpooa guns, bom b lances, pow­ 
der, wads and cap*, compass, flag, buoy, 
ax, ceil of w»rp, p b n tv of fresh w ater and 
grab, a n ! a su it of eil clothing for each 
d u d , six in num ber. 
A harpoon is an iron 
rod tw o feet long, w ithout th e pole, which 
is five to six feet, socket on one end for the 
band pole, barb a t th e o th er end four 
inches long, and one inch thick, tapering 
to a sharp edge, and w orking on a hinge 
in th e m iddle of the barb, held back w ita 
a wood pin w hich breaks w hen th e harpoon 
is tm ow n. 
Aft r the harpoon is throw n 
in to th e whale th e pole drops n iitsn 1 goes 
adrift.

H om ew ork on a tw ivel over th e bows of 
th e boa , and some discharge from tb e 
shoulder, the tam e as an ordinary fowling- 
piece. 
W e have experim ented w ith sever­ 
al kind», b u t th e breech-loading shoulder 
pirn is th e btsc by all odds. 
Suppase we 
lit for th e A rctic for rig h t whaling. 
W e 
would sta rt about M arch or A ptil, and w ith 
fair winds and good w eather we can fetch 
it in from four to six weeks.. W o store 
■with tw o 
years’ 
provisions, one year’s 
w ater and a su it of ex tra sails, ballast, 
w ith food and w ater, and som etim es earth. 
W hen we reach th e w haling grounds the 
lookont is posted aloft in the crow ’s-nest a t 
th e mas- head, and as coon as a whale is 
sighted he tings o u t those magic words, 
• Blow, there she b lo w s!’ 
T he Captain 
gives tbe order, ‘ Lower aw ay th e first 
b o at,’ and th e crew puils aw ay im m ediate­ 
ly in chase of th e whale, which m ay be 
from one to nix miles off. 
T hen th e second 
boa; p ats off, and, if th e chase is likely to 
be a hard one. th* th ird boat will ou t out, 
and th e ship is alm ost deserted. 
T he liar- 
po-ner takes his position forw ard, and 
puils the first oar u n til they get well on 
th e whale, then he stands u p and takes 
charge of th e boat, th e C aptain astern, 
steering w ith an oar. 
T he naroooner gives 
orders w lay him on or off, as the case m*y 
su it him , w ith tb e harpoon in bis right 
hand and coil of line in his left, ready to 
throw at th e first good chance. 
The chase 
becomes exciting, aud the harpooner wishes

J u s t th*'» she arote rig h t n u d tr us, and 
0 " -r we w ent in to th e w ater, th e boat 
bottcm side up. 
T ne harpooner missed 
his calculation w ith his harpoon, th e whale 
p a 'bed and was off. 
The second boat was 
near by and cam e to our rescue, and 
picked ns op. 
W e were about three miles 
ofl from the ice, and th e whale was m aking 
for it. 
Tne Captain concluded it was not 
beat to continue th e chase.

Having got her course, it b o re off well to 
the windward of l*er, so t h a t wheu she 
came np again tbe second boat was just 
ahead of her. 
S ’e eeemed to bear n*ht 
down on it. 
W e thought at one time that 
it was in great danger of being run down. 
Tbe men pulled with a will, and their boat 
fairly flew through the water.

not hearing or seeing them, rose, blowed 
and went down, .and rose again jnst in 
front of them, when the harpooner let go.

T his tim e. 
The m ate gave orders to lie on 
their oars, as it would soon be all ap w itb 
her. 
She came up soon and w ent into her 
death flurry, spouting blood, slashing and 
plashing th e w ater w ith her flippers and 
flukes, which lasted about ten minutes, 
when ehe rolled over on her back dead. 
The eth er boats came up by thia time, and 
each threw an iron in to her w ith a towline 
attacked. 
W e then stuck a flag on her and 
signalled for the ship and pulled for the 
vessel, sineiug as we rowed with our prize 
in tow. 
The progress of ’cutting u p ’ ia 
very interesting. 
T he whale lies along­ 
side, th e flukes forw ard and the head aft. 
The fluke-hooka are lowered away and 
rolde fast around th e flukes and np through 
the hawser-pipe around the bitts. 
A haw­ 
ser is m ade fast around her jaw and up 
through th e afterchock, to k»ep ber iu po­ 
sition while they are stripping her of her 
blabber. 
A platform is rigged o a t over 
the sides, midships, for the men to work 
rn while they are stripping off her blan­ 
k et—you know she is on her back now. the 
way they alw ays lie when dead. 
W ith 
spade in hand, the harpooner makes an in­ 
cision in the whale, then runs the spade 
down 
betw een fat and flesh, cu ttin g it 
off in strips. 
A tackle is sent down 
from aloft w itb tb e blubber-hook, hooked 
into the blanket strips, then, w ith a turn 
aronnd the capstan, they lioist in the strip, 
spading all the while until her jacket is all 
cu t off, turning her over and over w ith the 
kant tackles. 


THE FLUKES AND FLIPPERS 
A re c u t off and sent on deck. 
The whale­ 
bone (or baleen) is cu t o at of the upper 
jaw ; and, lastly, th e tongue is cut out and 
sent on deck, leaving notaing bu t red, raw 
flesh. 
Tne carcass, now entirely stripped 
of all th a t is useful to us, ia cast adrift. 
W ith the blubber all on deck, all turn to 
etoring it betw een decks. 
No indications 
of whales next day, all hands turn to, 
mincing blabber, 
preparatory to trying 
o u t.” 
" H o w do you get out your oil (at 
sea) from th e blubber ?” 
“ in th e try- 
works, which are built on deck, between 
the fore and in An hatch ; tw o large iron 
kettles are built in brickw ork, w ith a grate 
under them . 
Tne first batch of blabber is 
tried o at w ith a wood fire. 
A fter that, 
w ith blubber scraps from which the oil has 
been extracted is used for fuel, T he scraps 
from one whale will try ou t thiee whales. 
l»ut the latest m sthod o ' try in g out is by 
steam , w ith b etter results. 
Tnere are 
abont th irty species of whales, running all 
the way from the porpó ee anil dolphin up 
to the sperm and the right. 
Tne principal 
ones are th e batana rr.y4lic.Hu3. or G reen­ 
land right v.hale, th e catcholot, or sperm 
whale, the southern A ustralian whale, the 
sulphur bottom , th e great rorqual, the 
rszcr-back, the bowhead, th e finback, the 
hum pback, th e 
w hite 
(or 
grampu.-), 
the norwhale, and other low varieties too 
num erous too m ention. T ue m ost valuable 
whale is th e G reenland by great odds. 
I t 
is the best catch ou account of the great 
am ount of 
WIIALERON E AND OIL 
I t yields. 
In a gocd— z»<l wnale th e bone 
is w orth from $50 to $010. and th e oil, of 
which th re are from 40 to 200 barrels, 
will bring all the way from $14 to $20 per 
barrel. 
The great rorqual is the largest of 
th e whole whale family, specimens having 
been caught 
m easuring 
145 feet. 
The 
southern Whales are n ot so !-*ng, and are 
captured anyw here in tb e A ntarctic wa­ 
ters. 
The m ost extensive w haling is done 
along th e coast of A frica and New Zea­ 
land, b ut of all th e whales the Greenland 
is th e m ost sought for. 
T ue wnalebone of 
commerce is taken from th e w hale’s m onth. 
I t is n ot tbo w hale's bone», as m ost land­ 
lubbers 
th in k . 
T here is no particular 
value to whale’s bones, althongh they make 
a very good fertiiiz r. 
Whalc-s have no 
teeth a t all, bu t instead they have the 
whalebone in th e nppcr law, w hich is from 
eight to sixteen f-e t long, lam m ellar in 
structure. 
Tiie plates or layers are about 
one-quarter to three-quarters of ar, inch in 
thickness, and about 
th irty inches in 
breadth, w ith a long, fringy, bristle-like 
form ation hanging from the edge. 


THE WIIAI.E IS NOT A FTS1I, 
Any more th an is a w ater snake. 
I t does 
not lay egg* in the s.vnd to hatch o ut by 
th e heat of the sun like tba alligator ; nor 
sm on i the rocks or icebergs, as tish do, to 
be hatched o ut by th e ripples. 
The wbaie 
is a m ammal in every sense of the word. 
In fact we alw ays speak of them as cattle, 
such as ball, cow or calf. 
I t possesses a 
fisk-Uke body, it inhabits th e sea, and it 
lives com pletely 
au 
aquatic existence. 
Hence, to say th a t a w hale is a fish, ap­ 
pears a t first an em inently safe and ju sti­ 
fiable assertion. 
How ever, there may be 
found ample reasons for th eir complete sep­ 
aration in some very sim ple and common 
facts. 
F or instance, th e whale breathes by 
lanes, like ourselves, aud ha9 to ascend 
periodically to the surface to inhale air.. 
The fish, on the contrary, breathes by gills, 
and is enabled to remain perm anently un­ 
der th e surface, and to extract from the 
w ater th e oxygen necessary for the creation 
of th e blood. 
The body covering of the 
whale consists typically of hairs, although 
in a m anner of such furnishing th e whaies, 
as a rule, are more or less deficient. 
Tne 
fish, on tbo other hand, is covered w ith 
scales, and, whilo the whale is a w arm ­ 
blooded anim al, the fish is cold-blooded— 
th a t is, the tem perature of its body ia very 
little raised above th at of tbe m edium in 
w hich it lives. 
T he tem perature cf the 
wbale is equal to th a t of the ox. 
The 
whale possesses a 


FOUR CHAMBERED HEART 
And a double circulation. 
The heart, as 
in ourselves, not merely sends blood to the 
lungs to be purified, bu t likewise distrib­ 
utes the pure blood throughout the body. 
A9 an im portant point of distinction, the 
yonng of th e whales are born alive, and 
nourished by means of m ilk, while the 
young of the fishes are hatched from egg», 
and are developed, as a role, independently 
of parental care and attention. 
The eyes 
of a whale are situated a t the extrem ity 
of th e w idest p art of th e head, and are 
abont th e size of th e eves of an ox 
W hales generally swim together in schools, 
except on th e feeding grounds. 
In the 
breeding season the bull is usually a kind 
and w atchful father, for he shows the 
greatest attention to th e calves in helping 
to feed them , although he sometimes descris 
th e family, and the m other being unable to 
provide for the calf, it sometimes dies. 
T he m other nurses her offspring like a sow, 
from tw o uddere, which hold a great quan­ 
tity of w hite m ilk, w hich is very bitter, 
and sours soon after being exposed to the 
air. 
A calf will nurse for tw o years if a l­ 
lowed to. 
a baby w h a le, 
When first botn, is abont 14 feet long. 
I 
remember once we struck and killed a very 
large cow up íd Pond’s Bay. 
She meas­ 
ured over 100 feet and made ns 13 barrels 
of oiL 
Wr.en ehe was iu her death flurry, 
she gave birth to a calf about 13 feet Ions, 
which died as ffkn as born. 
W hales are 
fast swimmers. 
I never saw a train of cars 
go ball as fast as I have seen a whale g o ; 
but, when feeding or at pleasure, they go 
from six to twelve knots an hour, and, if 
frightened, they immediately Bound and 
come up miles and miles away íd a very few 
minutes, and, it wounded, they dart off 
like lightning, at the rate of aixty knots an 
hoar, 
I have seen a whale come np and 
blow quite near oar boat, and, as soon aa 
she saw ns. she fairly shot away and down, 
and appeared again in less than a minute 
five miles away. 
That waa a finback. 
They are sw ift cattle and hard to catoh np 
to. 
The right whale is not so fast. 
There 
is a great mistake about the longevity of 
the whsle family. 
Some have estimated 
rhat they live above 1,000 years. 
But in 
this I think they are at sea. 
W e calculate 
the are by the color and formation of the 
whalebone in the mouth. 
There are ring* 
on tbe whalebone just the same as there 
are cn the antlers of the deer. 
I think tbe 
way to 


TELL THE AGE OF THE WHALE 
Is th e same as th a t of the hum an family. 
I have seen a calf as helpless and clumey 
as a child of the same age, and I have seen 
a whale about m iddle-ace, or 50 or 60 
years, shew ing signs of dotage ; also one 
so old and feeble th a t he was nearly help­ 
less, 
and we captured him w ith little 
ttouble, but, according to his baleen, he 
was not over 80 years old. 
W e can keep 
the run of the whale’s age until about th a t 
age. 
A fter th a t all sigua fail, so we give 
it up. 
A whale will remain under wate<* 
from th irty to forty m inutes. 
W e never 
miss them longer than th a t a t a time, 
either from feeding, fright or wounds. 
I 
have seen them sound and come ap as far 
away as the eye eoubl reach. 
Then min 
ntes seem hours. 
W e were not always 
sure about a w hale being dead. 
W e had 
one go into her flurry, roll over on the sur­ 
face, belly up, to all appearances dead. 
The hai poonc-r ordered th e row-line to be 
made fast to ber. 
As soon as the boat 
struck th e whale sfce se-m ed to wake up 
suddenly, and, w ith her fl ke, struck oar 
boat am idships and stove her up, k rock tog 
ns all overboard. 
Some were h u rt badly, 
but none dangerously. 
A fter the whale 
splashed around for a while the Capta n 
shot another bomb-lance, which soon p at 
an end to her. 
W hales have been captured 
over 150 feet long, 65 feet in circumference, 
22 feet in di.im eicr, 22 feet length of jaw, 
17 feet flukes from tip to tip, aud estim ated 
to weigh ovei 100 tors. 


THE WHALES ENEMY. 
“ E verything is an enemy to th e whale, 
either on land or in w ater—parasites, raul- 
luscs, crustaceans and whale lice. 
The 
latter sometimes cover the whale until it 
looks w oite, and th e skin is all eaten off. 
B ut th eir greatest encr ies are the sw ord­ 
fish, thrasher and kille 
and shark. 
The 
Esquim aux use th e blubber and fl“sh f ir 
food, tbe sinews for thread to sew with, 
th e bones of the whale and the whalebone 
for weapons and im plem ents to build their 
huts. 
Som etim es we oook our food with 
th e blabber. 
W hen th e blubber is hot we 
use it for roasting purposes. 
W e make 
doughnuts, soak crackers, roast a p'g iu 
the boiling fat. 
Ib is splendid eatiag u pin 
a still, cold clim ate. 
The sperm aceti ia 
found in th e head of the sperm whale. 
W e cu t in th e ca-<e and dig it out w ith 
buckets. I t is a w hite, fatty substance and 
sem i-transparent. 
A sperm whale will 
yield from forty to six‘y barrels out of tbe 
head alone. 
W hen a whale ia killed the 
w ater looks like a sea of blocd. 
The 
northern whales thrash 030 another w ith 
their Ilukes. 
T he sperm wbale attacks 
w ith its head and tlin k . 
W haling is very 
dangerous, bu t not so m uch from tb e lia­ 
bility of being kiiled by tho whale as being 
lost in the boats. 
For instance, th e boats 
are away in chase of a whale ; a heavy fog 
settles dow n close on to tbe suif-vo of the 
w ater, so dense th at we cannot see one an­ 
other in the boat, obscuring th e ship and 
alt bearings from view, and we lose our 
reckoning. 
No alarm s or signals can be 
aren or heard. 
W e go a d rift; w ater and 
provisions give out. 
Some perish w ith 
hunger and cold. 
Occasionally a boat s 
struck by a blow from tho flukes of a 
w hale, or, when a whale ia wounded, 


P.ER DEATH AGONY 
Is so intense th a t tho boat coming i i 
contact w ith her then is sure to be c.e- 
Bt.ro>c i l ; and if th e men fail to grasp a 
piece oí the w reck, they are alm ost sure 
to go under unless picked up by some of 
th e other boats’ crews. 
Sometimes w ege: 
fast to a w hale and she gives us a long 
ride, eo far away th a t we cannot get 
back before the nig h t sets in, or a fog 
lowers on us, then we lose tig h t of the 
ship sud get lost altogether. 
The h ar­ 
poon is alw ays useful to get fast to the 
whale, b u t the bom b lance is the most 
improved aud destructive missile, although 
strychnine and prussic acid have been 
shot into them . 
E lectricity has also been 
tried. 
Tho bomb lance may bo described 
as a brass or iron tube or cylinder, fifteen 
inches long, one inch in bread: h, sharp 
pointed, feather tai ed, charged w ith guti 
powder, percussion cap and a fuse, dis­ 
charged from a shoulder guo. 
A 3 th e cun 
is discharged tb e cap on th e bomb lance 
explodes and igni:e9 th e fuse, and in 
eight seconds th e b imb explode», scat's r­ 
ing the fragm ents through th e interior of 
th e whale. 
The bomb explodes as does 
th e artillery .bombshell. 
No line ia a t­ 
tached to th is missile. 
W e have about 
200 fathom s of tw o-and-a-half-inch line a t­ 
tached to tb e socket of the harpoon, and 
a sm all line to the harpoon pole, to p re ­ 
vent the pole from going ad rift after be 
ing throw n into the w ha’o. 
The pole drops 
out of th e socket of the harpoon.” 


“ ARE WHALES BECOMING 8CARCE?” 
“ On th e contrasy, they are more plenti­ 
ful. 
For several years past the trade in 
oil has been very dull, owing to the large 
suplpy, a t a cheaper price, of kerosene. 
Many other lubricating oils ha7e been sub­ 
stitu ted for whale oil. 
Ab a consequen :e, 
not many vessels have been engage! iu the 
business, and th e whale» have, so to speak, 
bad a rest, and were never more plentiful 
th an a t the present tim e in tbe Arctic. 
N otw ithstanding th eir num bers sn d ease 
of capture, I th in k th e outlook for a return 
of tn e good old days o t big ships and 
plenty ot them , w ith a booming trade, ¡3 
no t encouraging. 
W halebone, ivory and 
sperm aceti will alw ays be in demand. 
Train oil, though not so extensively used 
as a lubricant, is fast h.,ding its way into 
m anufactures and other m ercantile chan­ 
nels. 
Tbe sperm or southern whale lives 
solely on 1 quid, a sort of jelly tish from a 
foot ioDg to the size of the whale itself. 
B ut the rig h t or northern whale lives ou 
crustacean, an a lm o t im perceptible ani­ 
mal, which forms the principal food. 
The 
whalebone, although finrous, is very heavy 
aud w hite in the young whales, b u t grows 
darker w ith age. 
On the lower edge of 
each layer is a thread-like fringe, sim ilar to 
horse-hair, to which the animálculo! called 
whale food attaches itself. 
I have heard a 
great deal of dispute about th e size of a 
whale’s throat. 
I took th e trouble to ex­ 
am ine one, and found it about tw o inches 
in diam eter, or less than th e sizs of a m an’s 
fist, subject of course, to expansion.” 


THF. WHALING INTEREST OF THE FUTURE 
Said Captain Hoe tow ard th e conclusion 
ef th e interview : 
“ A lthough th o wave of 
prosperity which has sw ept over the U nited 
States lias not placed the w haling interest 
on a profitable foundation, y e t we cherish 
th e hope th a t we m ay y et be benefited. 
T oe business of tb e past few years has 
been to a certain extent changed by the 
constant retirem ent of vessels, of which a 
great num ber now lay at our wharves, and 
a few others have been sold. 
O; the num ­ 
ber to arrive th e present season, m any 
will be retired, snd the fleet bids fs irto b e 
much reducid. 
R ight whaling is now the 
order of the day, ai.d its prospects appear 
better than th e catching of th e sperm 
w ha'ea a t the present price» ; and, if the 
sperm w hiles are neglected for a time, 
who knows b ut th a t we shall find them , 
after a while, as abundant as they were :n 
years gone by. 
Large fares of whale oil 
are more easily taken than those of spsrm, 
and th e business is of a moro lively and 
exciting nature, wb-ile the usnal high price 
of whalebone m ikes it m ore profitable. 
Sperm wbaliog has n e t been a success, 
vessels in tbe N crih A tlantic m aking only 
a fair average, as did those on th e river 
P latte and near th e Gallapagos Islands in 
th eir vicinity. 
T he continued low price of 
sperm oil and 


THE SCAP.CITT OF WHALE3 
H ave discouraged many who have long fol­ 
lowed this branch, and the success of right 
whaling induced them to chaDge to th at, 
which appears more rem unerative. 
R ight 
whaling has yielded good results. 
In the 
A rctic Ocean w halers are very abundant, 
and th e qnantities of oil taken are lim ited 
only by th e size of the vessels and the num ­ 
ber of casks carried—the fleet averaging 
21 000 pounds of whalebone and 1,500 bar­ 
rels of oil—being th e handsom est return 
for m any years. 
In the different southern 
oceans right w haling was prosecuted by a 
large c n in b ir of vessels w ith varying m o ­ 
ceas. 
Large catches of hum pbacks were 
made on th e'c easts of South America and 
Africa, the high price compared w ith other 
oils stim ulating m any in th a t direction. 
Tbe stock of crnde oil in th e hands of im ­ 


porters, manufacturera and ethers, both in 
Europe and tfci* country, is much less than 
a t th-s tim e last year. 
The quantity afloat 
is over 2,000 barrels loss. 
Tfte consnmp- 
tion of sperm oil has been fully equal to 
th at of tb e pest, few years, and possibly 
som ew hat increased, sn d in Europe it is 
expected th a t the figures will show that 
the consum ption there was nearly if not 
quite up to the average of previons years. 
Estim ates of im ports of sperm and whale 
oil for the year 1SS1 cannot be reckoned 
correctly. 
The im portation of whalebone 
as the tu -cisa of the A rctic fleet cinuot be 
foretold. ”

The R'nmaa A'ofúnof nurn asks: “ Are the riv­ 
e n worth s dam, or not?” 


An interesting debate in two New York 
journala finds its text in the charge that 
one of them, which seeks to be a leader of 
public opinion, ie vacillating in its course. 
A Texss paper remarking upon this m atter 
says: 
“ I t ia not the cock th at crows 
“ oftenest th at will come off victor in the 
“ contest." The truth is that the reason 
for the charge—assuming it to be true—is 
to be found in the fact that the newspaper 
in question gives expression to opinion too 
hastily, and this comes of the effort to be 
a “ live paper," the first to give voice to 
opinion on the happening of all great 
public eventB. 
The Texan unquestionably, in hie rude 
way, hits the nail on the heal. 
There is 
altogether too much of journalistic rivalry 
for immediate expression, and this has led 
to a habit among inconsiderate journalists of 
rushing into print without the preparatory 
thought and consideration so essential to 
th at clear and commanding expression of 
opinion that is always worthy of attention. 
It ¿B very easy to babble. 
The less full 
the vessel the louder gurgles the escaping 
water. 
I t is by no means an evidence of 
enterprising journalism that a paper is 
ready with an opinion at an instant’s no 
tice. -Great issues are not to be discussed 
without prefatory reflection. 
Journalistic 
prophecies are worthless generally that are 
ottered without careful review of the 
premises and a logical and thoughtful ap­ 
proach, through the channels of reason, 
to correct conclusions. 
Those j jurnals that 
acquire the unenviable reputation of being 
vacillating and unstable in their views are, 
nearly 
always, those 
whose 
editorial 
writers hastily do their work and comment 
in their columns, when cool reflection and 
considerate examination would have dic­ 
tated a different policy, and have saved 
them from 
humiliation. 
Nevertheless, 
this very haste, so to speak, is the an­ 
nounced policy of a certain class of papers. 
W hile it is not evidence per se of a 
vacillating course that a journal changes 
its views or modifies its expressions at 
times, it is evideuce of hasty journalism 
when the course of the paper is marked by 
crude and ill-considered expressions, mani 
festly made simply to be first. 
These 
hasty writers will find, if they will but 
give the subject the minimum of attention, 
th at the reading public is a severe critic, 
and that it ia more frequently than other­ 
wise correct in the measure of its judgment 
concerning this system of hasty journalism. 
The thoughtful newspaper reader is not de­ 
ceived by articles full of generalities and 
guarded by a regiment of “ ifs ” and spec­ 
ulations. 
lie immediately discerns the 
fact whether or not the journalist feels se­ 
cure in his own opinion. 
He penetrates 
the thin guize of assumed wisdom aud 
knowledge th at hasty journalism always 
puts on. 
He is an unsparing and unmer- 
crful judge of the fact whether the edi­ 
torial writer has something to say, aud is 
familiar with, and well iuformed upon his 
subject. 
Take the civilized world around, and the 
average reader ia the equal iu mental dis­ 
cernment of the average writer. 
The at­ 
tempt of the latter, by hasty journalism, 
to give to his paper the appearance of 
being “ a live journal,” ju stas certainly 
attaches to it the synonym, unreliable. 
The world knows very well that it is not 
possible 
for 
writers 
to 
be 
at all 
times 
thoroughly 
and 
well-informed 
on 
all 
subjects, 
and 
it 
despises 
a half-oooked mental dish. 
W hile it real­ 
izes th at change is of the order of nature, 
and one of the accompaniments of fallibil­ 
ity, and th at modification of view is an 
act of wisdom, when it is tho result of rea­ 
son and conviction, it is also fully awe re 
of the fact that the reputation which a t­ 
taches for looseness of thought, error of 
statement, and illogical conclusion, is inva­ 
riably tbe result either of haste or igno­ 
rance. 
Men 
in 
the 
business whirl of life 
will not pause to place confidence in those 
of their fellows who jump at conclusions, 
aud weigh but lightly then tterances of those 
who are ever over-ready with an opinion. 
But they stand uncovered before the judg­ 
ment th at has been matured by thought. 
They are equally unimpressed by the over­ 
cautious opinion of the man who goes halt­ 
ing between “ ifs” and “ b u ts” and other 
saving “ reserves ” that indicate the un­ 
settled state of his judgment. 
Precisely 
in like manner does the reader of the daily 
paper judge it. 


A SIGNIFICANT REPO RT. 


Some time ago an Adviaory Board was 
appointed to consider the subject of “ dif­ 
" ferential rates ” between the West and 
the seaboard. 
The Board was composed of 
three Commissioners, Messrs Cooley, Thur­ 
man and Washburne; and these names 
sufficiently indicate its ability and impar­ 
tiality. 
Tbe Board has recently made ita 
report, and in effect it amounts to a decla­ 
ration that it has no recommendations to 
make. 
When the report comes to be read, 
however, the real explanation of thia nega­ 
tive outcome is reached. 
The Commis­ 
sioners find that all the great cities con­ 
cerned, namely, New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, had transportation theories 
of their own ; and that theae theories had 
plainly been framed to suit the peculiar re­ 
quirements of each city. 
The Nation thus 
depiots the situation : “ The Commusion- 
“ era describe with a quiet humor ‘ three

The supporters of each view bad, 
“ of course, a theory of the business of 
“ transportation to back it np, one being 
“ that railroad rates ought to be propor- 
“ tional to distance ; another, that they 
"ought to be determined by tbe coat of 
“ carriage ; the third, that they ahonld be 
“ regulated by oompeiitioa—all beautiful 
“ illustrations of the ready aaes to which 
“ a theory can be put when practical ad- 
“ vantages are to be gained from i t ” The 
Commissioners were compelled to reject 
one and all of these views, their defects, 
npon examination, proving fataL 
They 
were equally compelled to declare, after 
full 
investigation, 
that there was no 
evicenoe to show that the existing rates 
are unjust or that they operate to the 
prejudice of any cf the Atlantic aexbeard 


cities. 
Thus another subject upon which 
cartloads of nonsense have been w ritten 
and printed, ia cleared up by a little ra­ 
tional and honest examination. 
From the 
conclusions of such men as Messrs. Thur­ 
man, Cooley and W ashburue tbe most 
hardened 
Anti-Monopoly 
howlers will 
hardly have the face to differ, but at any 
rate such authority will certainly settle 
the question for some time. 
The report 
of the Advisory Board serves to illustrate 
the great difficulties of tbe transportation 
question. 
One of the principle obstacles 
to a general comprehension of the subject 
is of course the circumstance that the 
service of railways looks differently when 
viewed 
from different points. 
The in­ 
terests of town and country are not iden­ 
tical. 
The interests of the interior and 
the seaboard are not identical. 
The inter- 
e;ts of great cities on parallel lines are not 
identical. 
If all tbeee conflicting inter­ 
ests were left to settle the transporta­ 
tion question they could not do it, because 
they never could unite upon a common 
basis. They would seek and all insist upon 
discriminations compared to which any nat­ 
ural differences are insignificant. 
They 
would want to engage in cut-throat cam­ 
paigns against one another. 
And whits 
they would demand every privilege and 
facility for themselves and their own lo­ 
cality, they would be ready to wage fierce 
war upon their business rivals. 
Nor can 
Legislatures determine such matters any 
better than the people themselves. 
They 
must always split upou the rock of local 
differences of position. 
If the interior city 
is willing to be made a terminal point, the 
seaboard city will not be willing to share 
her natural advantages with communities 
which do not possess them. 
All these 
considerations are as broad as they are long. 
And whenever a really independent Beard 
of Commissioners is appointed to investi­ 
gate these subjects it always reaches the 
same general conclusions, namely, that the 
complaints made against the railroads are 
not warranted, and th at the changes de­ 
manded would do harm instead of guod.

The press, we are told, has much to an­ 
swer for. 
Its power is said to have ex­ 
erted a baneful influence npon oratory, 
for tfce speaker now addresses rather the 
reporter than the audience. 
The deca- 
denoe of attendance upon pulpit oratory 
is especially charged to the press, because 
people have come to prefer, the Monday 
morning resume of the sermon. 
Legisla­ 
tive brilliancy is said to have been eclipsed 
in like manner. 
Thorough reading has 
declined, it is alleged, by reason of the 
immense 
amount 
of 
random reading 
m atter 
presented through the columns 
of 
the 
press, 
and 
which 
largely 
satisfies the public demand. 
Superficiality 
increases, it is asserted, because the people 
are content with the historical, scientific, 
and other information thrown to them in 
scraps by the same agency. 
Looseness of, 
thought and expression are encouraged, be­ 
cause of the like evil that mars the es­ 
cutcheon of the modem press ; in short, a 
column catalogue might be compiled, brist­ 
ling with grave charges against that public 
offender, the press ; charges full of sadness, 
aud as mournful as a marble angel weep­ 
ing over the shattered column of disap­ 
pointed hopes in the most dismal and dole­ 
ful of rural cemeteries. 
But all these 
things the press, conscious of the rectitude 
of its course, could have borne ; all these 
indictments it might have pleaded to with 
unblushing front and the oonrage bom of 
innocence. 
But it was found unprepared 
for the latest and most crnel charge of all, 
and before that it hows its shamed head 
in humiliation, for we have it on the au­ 
thority of the grave and sedate Nation 
that the decline of the circus is due to the 
power of the press. 
Indeed, this ie too much. 
Nothing 
under the san, we believe, conld induce 
the trae journalist to impede the circus 
car of progress. 
We would not handicap 
it by a feather’s weight. 
It is the one re* 
maining relic that atill links the conten­ 
tions present with the peaceful memories 
of the past, and makes the men of to-day, 
for a brief hour or two, the boys of the 
departed yesterdays. 
Certainly, and with­ 
out a reservation, we are the friend of the 
circus, the next friend of all its charms ; 
the silent approver of its wondrous oontor- 
tion of the truth upon dead wall^ and 
fences. 
We admire, above all other things, 
the eupreme audacity and marvelous cour­ 
age of ita best man—its agent, sent out as 
a forerunner to handle the “ press fellows,” 
or muzzle them, if need be. 
There is a 
delicious aroma of the good old past linger­ 
ing about the circus stretch of canvas, the 
boxy wagons, the gandy band-chariot, and 
the side shows, with their stout-lunged 
orators who proclaim the attractiveness of 
the fat woman and the living skeleton ; 
the wonders of the interminably entwined 
anaconda, 
and 
the 
awfnl 
coils 
of 
the 
deadly boa. 
We 
confesa 
to a 
fondness for the 
folly of 
the 
ring, 
the glitter of the spangles beneath the 
half light of the cavernous spaoe aloft; 
the atrial flights of gossamer clad fairies, 
and tbe wondrons feats of the modern 
Hercules. 
In ocmmon with an appre­ 
ciative pnblic we endnre martyrdom upon 
hard and backless benches, lost in an 
ecatacy of retrospeotioD, as through the 
present medium of the senses the mind 
turns backward to the good old days when 
the hight of cunning achievement was to 
effect an entrance beneath the dusty and 
oorded canvas, to tbe discomfiture of the 
callous-hearted wretch at that sinuous pas­ 
sage, beyond which were hidden from im­ 
pecunious mortals tbe mysteries of "the 
show.” 
With all these considerations in view, 
we fondly believed the press had not inter­ 
fered with the circus—that this one house 
of refuge bore cons of its impious finger­ 
marks upon its lintels. 
Bat here comes 
tbe critic already named, and charges that 
the savor of the old-time circus has de­ 
parted, and, among other oausee, says : 
The port token in tbe performance by the clown 
ia much less attractive than it formerly was, owing 
to tbe fact th a t a great deal of the talent which 
once found ita way into this business now goes into 
Journalitai, the m ental outfit of a really able "funny 
m an” being very much what th at of a successful 
clown used to be. The prcas makes s business of 
•applying daily ju st such jokes sa tbe circus used to 
provide, and am bitious 
humorists, who would 
formerly bare worn stripes and spangles in tbe 
ring, now entertain the public through s news­ 
paper. 
' 
Really, now, this bit of incisive wit ia 
two-edged, falling first npon the hapless 
crowns of the 
press-wit*, adding one 
more count to the ponderous indictment, 
and descending with crushing force like­ 
wise upon the wags of the ring, by the as­ 
sumption that the vocation of pnblic fool 
his been successfully usurped. 
Alas for 
thia last straw to break the back of the 


The total appropriations for the General 
Government for the fiscal year 1883 exceed 
those for 1882 by $78 000,000. 
Of thia 
sum, however, $80,000,000 ia due to the 
Pension bill, though it is clearly no defense 
of the extravagance of Congress to point 
this out, since tbe passage of the Pension 
hill was itself altogether unjustifiable. The 
increased appropriations, as shown in oar 
dispatches of yesterday, have been distri­ 
buted over almost eveiy department of the 
General Government. 
The River aud Har­ 
bor bill accounts for nearly $9,000,000 of 
the whole amount, and no item but that 
marked miscellaneous is smaller than last 
year’s. 
In two years, in fact, the general 
appropriations 
have increased 
to 
the 
amount of $ 100,000,000, and the cause of 
this access of extravagance is sufficiently 
apparent. Congress has had a great surplus 
revenue to deal with. 
The Treasury has 
been full and overflowing, and the system 
of taxation which was only adapted to war 
times has continued in force until, now that 
the debt is so nearly paid off, it brings in so 
much more money than is really needed as 
to act as a direct temptation to lavish and 
unnecessary expenditures. 
It is useless to 
say that Congress ought not to have laid 
its 
hands upon the surplus revenue. 
No legislative body in these times could 
be 
trusted 
to 
keep 
its 
hauds 
off 
under such 
circumstances. 
The 
real 
fault is the people’s. 
They ought to have 
paid heed to the many warnings given 
them. 
They should have insisted upon 
the reduction of taxation so as to dispense 
altogether with a surplus revenue. 
It is, 
however, the direct fault of Congress that 
much of the money appropriated lias not 
been appropriated with more judgment. 
Thus next to nothing has been done tor the 
fortifications, or for the navy ; yet it is no. 
torious th at in both, these particulars the 
country is dangerously defenseless. 
Half 
the enormous rum to be expended upon 
pensions (of which pensions probably 15 
per cent, at least are fraudulent) would 
have given us the nucleus of a genuine 
navy, and havo put our principal harbors 
in a condition of defense. 
But Congress 
oould not be brought to see the urgency of 
these matters, and therefora it will be so 
much the more difficult to defend its course 
during the session ju3t' ended. 
It remains 
to be seen now, also, whether the people 
will approve of the great ard rapid increase 
of the appropriations, or whether they will 
continue to think it possible to put an end 
to such extravagances by merely changing 
their representatives. 
If they decide upon 
the latter cour*e, and make no move to­ 
wards a reduction of taxation, we may 
safely predict th at the appropriations for 
1S84 will lie still larger than those for 1S83. 


THE PRIMITIVE UTAH. 


In Thursday’s issue we presented au in- 
tereatiag report made by Hr. HarLness to 
the San Francisco Academy of Sciences, 
relative to the discovery in the sandstone 
hill at the Slate Prison of Nevada of 
eeries of tracks made by the sandaled foot 
of man. 
These tracks had been impressed 
in a soft soil or cleyey mud, and w'ere over­ 
laid by fifteen or twenty feet of sandstone. 
Each series, six in number, contained from 
eight to fifteen tracks, and others were 
subsequently found, th at rendered it cer­ 
tain the impressions were made by a hu­ 
man foot wearing a sandal. 
The measure­ 
ment of the tracks are given at niueteen 
inches in length, eight inches in width at 
the ball of the foot and six at the heel. 
Mingled with theae tracks were those 
of the mammoth, tw enty inches in di­ 
ameter. 
All 
the 
indications 
were 
that the primitive man whose foot had thus 
left its impress on the olay, was at the 
time pursuing the mammoth, whose tracks 
were on the samo line. 
Beneath the 
tracks was found a thin layer of calcerous 
formation resting immediately upon the 
sandstone. 
The pressure of these primi. 
tive feet upon this underlying hard surface 
had caused a ridge of soft material, of from 
one to two inches, to rise up around each 
footprint, and these hardening, the tracks 
were without great difficulty measured and 
plaster casta of them taken. 
Evidently 
the overlaying sandstone had been deposited 
only in the lapse of long ages. 
If the full 
measurements, without analysis, are to be 
taken as a correct basis for speculating as 
to the size of the primitive man who left 
this record of his existence, we should 
have presented to the imagination a gigan­ 
tic being. 
But 
it does 
not 
follow 
that the tracks are those of giants. 
The 
sandals 
must have 
been of rude con­ 
struction, and very 
mnch larger than 
the foot they protected. 
When foot­ 
prints are made npon each a soil—and 
it is supposed theae were upon the margin 
of a great lake—they as often enlarge as 
contract. 
The very act of walking in a 
olayey soil leaves an impression considera­ 
bly larger than if the im print had been 
rn&e with a view to giving the exact size 
of the model. 
Im portant then as is the discovery to the 
scientific world, and positive as are these 
proofs of the existence on theae shores of a 
primitive man, it ia not to be assumed that 
these pliocene foot prints were made by 
men of startling physical proportions. The 
stride, say those who made the measure­ 
ments, was that of the ordinary man, and 
these things all taken together would seem 
tc justify the conclusions of Dr. Uarkness 
and Mr. Scuphara th at this being of the 
untold ages of the past, was a man of about 
the stature of men of the present day. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES PRIES 
FIGHTING. 


Mr. Bergh having called the attention 
of the Mayor of New York to the 
fact that the recent contest between 
“ T og” 
Wilson 
and 
Snllivsn 
must 
be 
regarded 
as coming 
within 
the 
meaning of tbe term “ prise fight,” inas­ 
much as it was fought with hard gloves, 
and on the basis of knocking one of tbe 
contestante into insensibility, the question 
has been submitted to the lawyers, and the 
City Attorney has ventured the opinion 
that the view taken by Mr. Bergh ia the 
correct one. 
As it appears quite possible 
that a person may be killed by a blow with 
what is called a hard glove, and as it was 
virtually recognized by the pugilistic pro­ 
fession that Sullivan might knock Wilson 
senseless with that kind of hand-covering, 
it would seem entirely safe to conclude 
that a fight with hard gloves is neither 


mere nor tesa than a prise fight. This opin­ 
ion, if sustained, will compel the New York 
authorities to mske themselves extremely 
unpopular with the useful political element 
which alternately fills tbe penitentiaries 
and jails and snpplies amusement to the 
great nnwashed of the metropolis. 
But 
Mr. Bergh has no regard for considerations 
of thia kind, and he is sure to press his 
point until he has made prize-fighting un­ 
der disguise impossible at least within the 
municipal limits. 


THE

The Eastern politicians have come to 
the 
conclusion, 
since the 
prohibition 
movement 
has 
assumed 
it* 
present 
form, 
that 
it cannot 
longer 
be ig. 
nored in their calculations. 
The suc­ 
cess of the Prohibitionists at the ballot- 
box in Iowa ; their advance in Kansas; the 
vigor of their opening campaign in Indiana, 
Wisconsin and Hlinois ; their preparations 
for a struggle in Nebraska and M issouri; 
their reorganization in Massachusetts ; the 
coming out of Colquit, of Georgia, for office 
on a prohibition platform of his own—all 
these, and other signs, Warn the political 
sages of the land th at prohibition i* a 
factor in the campaigns to coma in the 
early 
future, 
th at 
must 
be 
either 
used or refused, either resisted, yielded to, 
or controlled and guided. 
W hatever may 
be personal beliefs and views on the sub­ 
ject, the signs of the times indicate that it 
must be met by party managers in the 
East country. 
I t will be an interesting 
study to watch and make ncte of their 
movements between the two fires that are 
about to scorch them on either hip. 
In 
short, there w:ll be opportunity very soon 
for skillful dodgers to exhibit their highest 
attainments, and it remains to be seen 
whether, in the W est especially, they can 
duck their heads fast enough to avoid col­ 
lision with prohibition beams. 


GLADSTONE’S SPEECH. 


REVIEW* OP RECENT PUBLICATIONS.

The first impression on taking up this 
volume is, th at here ia another cheap and 
short road to scholarship. 
All snch are 
deceptive and absolutely injurious, and 
should meet with unhesitating condemna­ 
tion. 
But a more careful examination of 
Hr. Peabody’s work discloses that it ia not 
intended to supplant tbe standard text­ 
books on grammar, or offer to the reader 
any superficiahrulea for avoidance of study. 
There are principles governing conversation 
araoDg persons of trae refinement of mind 
and character, and these are being en­ 
croached upon by besetting vulgarisms 
occurring in the colloquial English of our 
day. 
To check this tendency has evident­ 
ly been tho object of our author. 
His 
book embraces a lecture upon the charac­ 
teristics of graceful, elegant, and profitable 
conversation. 
There is a wide difference 
between being a ready and a good talker, 
and this the learned philologist has made 
olear. 
He has incorporated in his work, 
also, Francis French’s essay on conversa­ 
tion, and has supplemented the whole with 
“ Hints on the Current Improprieties of 
Expression in Reading and W riting,” by 
Parry G Wynne, and a chapter of illustra­ 
tions on mistakes of speaking and writing 
most commonly met with. 


Gladstone's speech at the Lord Mayor’s 
banquet íb, at this juncture, significant. 
His declaration th at the interests of Eng­ 
land in Egypt, great as they ar^, are not 
England’e alone, “ but interests wo have in

expreesions, aud of toe risk he assumes in 
any future attem pt to avoid their plain 
meaning.

Prescott votes $50.000 in 
county bonds to secare the road. 
A t Winnemucca the railroad men are 
kept well supplied with fresh chickens to 
eat by finding them at roost on the brake- 
beams of cars tha- have come in from sta­ 
tions along the road, where they have 
been side-tracked over night. 
The chicken 
ranchers about Winnemucca, however, are 
inclined to be suspicious of the explana­ 
tion. 
A pistol is a nice thing to play with, and 
it most generally gets in its work. 
The 
Candelaria True Fissure of August 5 ih 
gives the latent case of fun with a pistol as 
follows : 
“ W hile carelessly handling a 
pistol on Wednesday night last, Phil. Mal­ 
loy shot Harry Trevathan in the right 
side, producing a severe, but not neces­ 
sarily fatal, wound. 
The men had been 
indulging in some fun togeiher, Malloy 
shooting at Trevathan's hat, aud he was 
snapping the pistol, thinking all the cham­ 
bers had been discharged, when one of 
them, which remained unexploded, went 
off while Trevaihan was in the act of pick­ 
ing up the hat, and resulted in hie receiv­ 
ing the ballet as above stated.” 
The opening of the silver ledge in Light’s 
canyon ia an important m atter for that 
locality, and. in fact, for the whole dis­ 
trict. Only two or three men ever attached 
any importance to the fact that there ia a 
silver ledge there, but these have never 
had their faith in ita value shaken. Should 
tha proposed work open up a good silver 
mine—and those who have examined the 
ground with moat oare are moat confident 
of success— au impetus would bo given that 
wonld result in developing a wido extent 
of valuable mining ground. 
That silver 
will be obtained in paying quantities at 
a number of plaass in or gear L g h t’a can­ 
yon ia certain. 
Gold haa been takeu out 
there for many years past, though the 
methods of miuing have always been rode 
and limited. 
Copper veins of great extent 
and richness are already exposed, tho ore 
also carrying a large percentage of silver. 
[Greenville Bulletin. 
A San Francisco lapidary haa been in 
Nevada county several weeks on tbe hunt 
for gold-bearing quartz rock that will an­ 
swer for the purpose of jewelry aud set­ 
tings. 
It ia well known that all gold-bear­ 
ing quartz is not suitable for thia purpose, 
as, owing to tha presence of galena, cop­ 
per and iron, the certainty of the oxidation 
of these mineral* destroys the value of the 
specimen for jewelry. 
The specimen must 
be of hard and close grained quarts, con­ 
taining no other mineral than gold, and 
that should appear as if granulated in the 
rock. 
Such specimens will bring more than 
thair bullion value, as tha lapidaries will 
pay $25 per ounoe lor them, whereas the 
bullion value would not be over $17 per 
ounce. 
These liberal prices are sufficient 
to induce minera to go to the trouble of 
carefully selecting their beat specimens, so 
that when tbe lapidaries or their agenta 
visit a quartz district they generally know 
where to apply. 
To ascertain the amount 
of gold in a specimen ia not a matter of 
chance, as there ia a formula by which the 
specific gravity of the quarti can be ascer­ 
tained, to that the porchaaer will know 
within a few cents as to the value of a 
specimen. 
Although paying large prices 
the lapidaries find a heavy profit in gold 
quartz jewelry when it ia made up for aale, 
which does cot seem to lose ita popularity 
with the public, notwithstanding it has 
pone intosuch general use.—[Grass Valley 
Union,

and I concluded to try her without shoe* 
and find out whether this conoideo could 
be improved. 
I’he order wn* aoccrdipgiy 
given, not to have her .et-hed. Toe sbcea 
were taken off immediately after the first 
rain, or thereabout*, r f i»st fall. 
T hat day 
she wa* driven to B.igbton, on the Jackson 
road—a cr,ntinu it ion of M street—and back, 
end a to a t t-.-wr, in r.li maybe twenty mile*. 
Hho came to tho stable somewhat lame Old 
tender fooiid. 
The denunciation of tho 
stablemen wo* iau i a-d prolonged : 
“ T hat 
she would not bo able to * and ir,” “ it would 
rain her ieet,” “ she ws* tender footed sny- 
woy," “ it w ts cruel,” “ I might a* well go 
bar-footed myself, and find out how I should 
like it,” and aim.lur arguments. 
However, I 
rem ainej firm, a td the animal has not been 
shod since—a period cf about ten months. 
The consequence is th at her hcofs are in a 
better condition, she is sure-footed, her step 
firm and certiio. 
She hs* doue her ac­ 
customed woik, which is only traveling about 
towu and country, to be sure, but sometimes 
a distance cf forty sr fifty miles a day, over 
Btnooth and rough roads, graveied and sandy, 
paved and unpaved. 
This she has continued 
to do day alter day w ithout intermission. 
Thi* experience may not prove much, but it 
ia convincing, at. h ast to my mind, th at the 
preseut mode of shoeing horse* by nailing an 
pcyicldiog iron rim to tueir feet is not, to -ay 
the least, conducive to the health and comfort 
of tha animal, nor is it eveZi necé*?ary w ith 
tne majority of nurses.

They insult the ladies 
and girls who pass these pnblic places, and 
their curves and vulgar language can be heard 
for a block distant. A Chinaman who 
happens to pass one of those groups does 
so at the peril of his life. They cut, 
pul, down and deface ga'es and fences, puli 
up and loosen beards in she sidewaik, destroy 
shrubbery within their reach, etc. A few 
evenings rince three cf these detestable 
scamps got themselves into trouble. Nightly 
they would assemble on a street-corner ar.d 
insult every woman and girl who chanced to 
cams that w*y. Three fathers tkougnt they 
would take the mat.or in their own hands. A 
yauig lady preceded them, and, as she passed 
the cigarettc-Euroker», oDe caught her bv the 
arm, and all used insulting language. * The 
fathers were upon them in a moment, each 
armed with a cowhide. Krch took a hood­ 
lum by the arm, tnd in less than five mientes 
the bovs were cowhide! to their heart's eon- 
t nt. Tue .as.its were laid on with no gentle 
hand, ar.J blood was drawn each time the 
cowhides des eud*-d. Their cries cf angnish 
and petitions .'or mercy were heard blocks 
away; hut these who had taken the mait;r 
in hand did not !et up until they thought 
they had done tl.eir duty. Ir, jB safe to say 
that those b y-; have not laid Jowd, nor sat 
comfortably in a chair: ince. Were it not f.,r 
the respec abiiity of their parents, their 
names would be giveu to the public. 
P b o te ctio n o f H e a lth .— So many oom- 
p'aints are being n ace to the members of the 
Hoard of Hca,tb, from all parte of the city, 
in relation to the noxious odors filling the 
air , especially at night, from neglected out­ 
house vault», that it Is understood the matter 
wrL be brought bef >ro the Hoard at its next 
meeting, for the purpose of considering the 
adoption of an order requiring property own­ 
ers to have all such vaults properly emptied 
regulirly within such periods of time as will 
prevent their becoming thus offensive and 
detrimental to par. I:c health. Probably most 
psrsons who have been about the city, espe­ 
cially evenings, can testify from personal ex­ 
perience of the well-grounded necessity for 
such a measure, and for its being promptly 
applied. If. as stated by the Health Officer

W ho is R esponsible?—It has cost the 
people of California a large amount of money 
to fill in the grounds surrounding the Capitol 
building, to arrange it properly, plant it with 
the choicest of vhrnbbery and fi íwers. This 
park is one of ihe finest in the city of Sacra­ 
mento—and ens that our people take great 
pride in. It is seldom that tourists from the 
Bastera States, or people from our own, ever 
visit Sacramento without taking a stroll 
through the Capitol park. F ir this reason, 
if for no other, the gardener who has charge 
of the gronnds and shrubbery should sec that 
they are kept ia the best possible condition.

GE0EGE WILLIAM CÜETIS, 
CIVIL SERVICE REFORMER. 


Mr. Curtis is of Masaachuaetts descent, bnt 
was born in Providence, Rhode Island, about 
fifty-eight years ago. It waa his father's in­ 
tention that he should be a dry goods mer­ 
chant, and at the age of fifteen he waa 
placed in tbe corntiug-room of an importer 
doing business in New Yerkcity. Two year» 
afterwards he had relinquished trading pur­ 
suits, and had become a member of the com­ 
munity at Brook Farm. A worshiper of 
Emerson, he next turned up at Concord, and 
b- gun the practice of agriculture. In another 
two years he had found hi* way to Europe, 
Egypt and Syria.

(Simuel Lover, born at Dublin, 1797; died 6th 
July, lbtü He Was gifted with the versatile genius 
of ais C'*untiy, and won repute as painter, poet, 
novelist ntorioian, dramatist, and us a public enter 
fcaii.tr. Roiirking humor was the Icodimr character­ 
istic of hi-* literary work Oí his “ Legends and 
Stories <>f Ireland, from which this storv is taken, 
the A tkerceum arid : “ Thercaoy retort, the mix­ 
ture of eux.mi.g with aj parent simplicity, and the 
comphte thoughtle&suoiis combined with ahrewd- 
ness, so frequently found in Ireland, has never been 
better portrayed than in these volumes.” Mr. Ljv 
er » chief work* » ere, hesite* tbe one ’already men­ 
tioned, ** Rory O’Mmv,” “ Handy Andy,** “ L. 8 
D., Treasure Trove,” and “ Songs and Ballads.** He 
wrote the etusic for tne nvr-t of iiis uwn sor.gs, and 
several of them became txuL.eni;y popular.] 
I’ll tell yen, sir, a mighty quare story, 
and it’s as true as I’m siam’.iii here, and 
that’s no lie : It was in the time of the 
’ruction, -whin the long summer days, like 
many a fine fellow’s p-ecicns life, was cut 
iir.Tt by raiso* of the martial law, 
it at wouldn’t let a decent boy be 
out in t: e ever.in,’ good or bad ; for whin 
the day's work waa over, divil a one of uz 
dair go to meet a friend over a gia«s, or a 
g i'lat the dance, but must go home aud 
shut ourselves up, aud never budge, nor 
rise larch, cor dhratv bcult anti! the morn­ 
ing kem agin. 
Well, to coma to my stary : ’Twas afiher 
nightfall, aud we wor sittin’ round the fire, 
and the pratees was boilin', and the nog­ 
gins of buttermi k was staading ready for 
our suppe-rs, wl ia a knock kem to the door. 
‘ Whisht,’ ssys my father, • here’ethe s j-.rs 
come upon us now,’ rajs he ; * bad luck to 
thim, the villiaos ; I’m afear 1 they sceu a 
glimmer of the fire through the crack in 
the door,’ rajs he. 1N",’ says my mother, 
‘fur I’m afther hangin’ an ould sack and 
mv new petticoat agin it a while ago.’ 
‘ Well, whisht, any how,’ *a\s my father,’ 
‘ for there’s a knock agiu ;’ and we all held 
our tongues ti 1 another thump kem to the 
door, ‘Oh, it’s all folly to purtind any 
more.’ save my father ;■‘they’re too cute 
to be put ctt that-a-way,’ says he. ‘Go 
fiiiatnus,’ e- ys he to me, • and seo who’s in 
it.’ * H^tv cm I see who's in it in the 
dark ?’ says I. ‘ Well,’ says he, ‘light the 
candle, thin, and tee who’s in it, but dou’t 
open the door for ycur life, barriu’ they 
break it in,’ says he, ‘exceptin' to the 
st'j rs, and spake them fair it it’s thim.’ 
¡So with that I wint to the door, and 
there was another knock. * Who’s there ?' 
says I. 
‘ It’s me,’ says he. ‘ Who are 
you V’ bays I. ‘A frind,’says he. * Baith- 
erthir,’ says I, ‘ who are you at all ?’ ’ Ar­ 
rah ! don’t you know me?’ says he. ‘Divil 
a taste,’ says I. ‘Sure I’m Paddy the 
piper,’ says I, ‘ is it you, Paddy, that's in 
it ?’ ‘ Sorra one else,’ says he. ‘Aud what 
brought you at this hour ?’ says I. ‘ Bv 
gar,' saj s he, ‘ I didn’t like goin’ the rouu’ 
by the road, says he, ‘ and to I kem the 
short cut, and that’s what delayed me,’ 
says he. 
‘Or, bloody wars!’ says I— 
* Paddy, I wouldn’t be in your shoes for the 
King’s ransom,’says I ; ‘for you know 
yourself it’s a hangirg matther to be 
cotchcd out these times,’ says I. 
‘Sure I 
know that,’ says he, ‘God help me; and 
that’s what i kem to you for,’ says he; 
‘and let me in for old acquaintance Bake,’ 
says poor Paddy. ‘ O.i, by this and that,’ 
says 1, ‘1'darn’t open'the door for the 
wide world ; and f uro you know it ; and 
troth if theHusshiansortheYeo’s[Yeomen] 
ketches you,’ saya I— they’ll murder you, 
S3 sure as your name’s Paddy.’ ‘Many 
thanks to you,’ says he, • for your good in- 
tintions ; but, plazs the pigs, I hope it’s 
not the likes o’ that is in store for me, any 
bow.’ 
‘.Faix then,’ says I, ‘you had 
bettber IoBe no time in hidin’ yourself,’ 
says I ; * for throth I tell you it’s a Bhort 
thrail aud a long lopethe Hu«shi»n3 would 
be sfther givin’ you— for they’ve do jus­ 
tice, and less mercy, the villians !’ ‘Faith, 
thiD, more’s the raison you should let me 
in, Shamus.’says poor Paddy. ‘Ita follv 
to talk,' says I ; ‘I darn’t open the door.’ 
‘ Oil, then mdlia m urther!’ says Paddy, 
‘ wbat'll become of me at all, at all,’ says 
he. ‘Gosff into the shed,’saya I, ‘behind 
the house, where the cow is, and there 
there’s an illigant lock o’ straw that you 
may go sleep in,’ saj s I, ‘and a fine bed it 
id be for a lord, let alone a piper.* 
So (iff Paddy set to hide in the shed, and 
throth it wint to our heaits to refuse him, 
turn him away from the door, more, by 
token, when the pratees was ready.—for 
sure the bit and the sup is always welkim 
to the poor thraveler. Well, we all wint 
to bed, and Paddy hid himself in the cow- 
bouse ; and now I must tell you how it was 
with Paddy: You see, afther sleeping for 
some time Paddy wakened up, thinkm’ it 
was morning’, but it wasn’t momin’ at all, 
but only the light of the mooa that de- 
ceaved him ; but at all evin*s he wanted to 
be stirring airly, btkase he was goin’ 
off to the town hard by, it bein’ 
fair-day, to pick up a few ha’pence with 
his piper—for the divil a better piper 
was iu all the country ronnd, nor Paddy ; 
and ev. ryone gave it up to Paddy, that he 
was illigant on the pipes, and played 
‘Jinny Barg'd the Weaver,’ beyant tailin’, 
and the ‘Hare in the Corn,’ that you’d 
think the very dogs was in it, and the 
horsemen ridiu’ like mad. 
Well, as I was sayin’, he set off to go to 
the fair, and ho wint meanderin’ along 
through the fields, but he didn't go far, 
antil climbiu’ up through a hedge, when he 
was cornin’ out at t’other side, his head kem 
plump agin somethin’ that made the fire 
flash out iv his eyes. So with that he looks 
up—and what do you think it was, Lord be 
merciful unto uz, but a corpse hangin’ out 
of a branch of a three. * Oh. the top of 
the momin’ to you, sir,’ says Paddy, ‘ and 
is that the way with you, my pcor feilow? 
throth you took a start out o’ me,’ says 
poor Paddy ; and ’twas tlirue for him, for 
it would make the heart of a stouter man 
nor Paddy jump, to see the like, and to 
think of a Cnristhan eraihur being hanged 
up, all as one as a dog. 
Now ’twas the rebels that hanged this 
chap—bekase, you see, the corps had got 
clothes an him, and that's the raison that 
one might kuow it was the rebels—by 
rayson that the Husshians and the Orange­ 
men never hanged anybody wid «good 
clothes an him, but only tbe poor and de- 
finceless cratbars, like uz; so, as I said 
before, Paddy knew well it waa the boys 
that done it; ‘and,’ says Paddy, eyein’ 
the corps. ‘ by my soul, thin, but you have 
a beautiful pair of boots an you,’ says he, 
‘and it’s what I'm thmkin' you wou’t have 
any great use for thim no more; and 
sure it’s a suame to see the likeB o’ me,’ 
ssys he, ‘the best piper in the sivin coun­ 
ties, to be trampin’ wid a pair of ould 
brogues not worth three traneens, and » 
corps wid such an illigant pair o’ boots, 
that wants tome one to wear thim.’ 8c, 
with that, Paddy lays hould of him by the 
boots, and began a pullin' at thim, but 
they wor mighty stiff; and whether it waa 
by rayson of their being so tight, or the 
branch of the three a jiggiu’ cpanddown, all 
as one as a weighdee buckettee, and not 
lettin’ Paddy cotch any right hoult o 
thim—he could get no advantage o' thim 
at ali—and at last he gev it up. and was 
goin' away, whin lookin' behind him 
agio, the sight of the ill gaat fine boots 
was too much for him, and he turned back, 
determined to have tbe boo's, anyhow, 
by fair means or foul; and I’m loath to 
tell you now how he got thim—for indeed 


it was a dirty turn, and throth it was 
the only dirty turn I ever knew Paddy to 
be guilty av ; and you see it waa thie- 
a-way ; ’pon my sow], he pulled oat a big 
knife, and by the same token, it was a 
knife with a fine buck handle, and a mar- 
tberia’ big blade, that an uncle o’ mine, 
that was a gardener at tbe bird’s made 
Paddy a prisint av ; and more by tokeD, it 
was not tbe first mnchief that knife done, 
for it cat love between thim, that was the 
best of friends before ; and sure ’twas the 
wondher of every one, that two knowledg- 
able men, that ought to know better, would 
do the likes, and give and take sharp steel 
in friendship ; but I’m forgettin’—well, he 
outs with his knife, and what does he do, 
but he cut off the legs avthe corps ; ‘and,’ 
says he, ‘ I can take aff the boots at my 
convanicnce ;’ and troth it was, as I said 
before, a dirty turn. 
Well, air, he tuck’d up the legs under 
his arm, aud at that minit the moon 
peeped out from behind a cloud—‘ Oh ! is 
it there yon are ?’ says he to the moon, for 
he was an impideut chap—and thin, seem’ 
that he had made a mistake, and that the 
moonlight deceaved him, and that it wasn't 
the airly dawn, as he conceaved ; and bein’ 
fnkcn'd for fear himself might be cotched 
and trated like the poor corps ho was 
sfther mutilating, if ha was found walk­ 
ing iu the counthry at that time—by 
gar, he turned about, and walked back 
agin to the cow house, and, hidin' the 
corps's legs in the straw, Paddy wint 
to sleep agin. 
But what do you 
thick ? the divil a long Paddy waa there 
antil the sojers kem in niruest, and, by the 
powers, they carried off Paddy—and ’faith 
it was only sarvin' him right for what he 
done to the poor corps. 
Well, whin the morning kem, my father 
says to me, ‘ Go, Snamus. ’ says ho, * to the 
shed, and bid poor Paddy come in, and 
take share o' the pratees, for I go hail he’s 
ready for hisbreakquest by this, anyhow.’ 
Well, out I wint to the cow-bonse. and 
calltn out ‘ Paddy!’ sni afther cabin’ 
three or four times, and gettm* no antwer, 
I wint in, and called agin, and divil an 
answer I got still. ‘ Blood-an agers !’ says 
I, ‘ Paddy, where are yon, at a¡', at all ?' 
and so castin’ my eyes about the shed, I 
aeen two feet sticking out from undher the 
hape o’ sthraw—‘Mu?hi! thiD ,’ says I, 
‘ bad luck to you, Paddy, but you’re l'ond 
of a warm corner, and maybe you haven’t 
made yourself as snug as a flay iu a 
blanket ? But I'll disturb your ábrame?, 
I’m thickin,’ says I, and with that I laid 
hould of his heels (as I thought, God help 
me), and givin’ a good pull to waken him, 
as 1 intiudid, away I wint, head over heels, 
and my brains was a’uiust knocked out 
agin the wall. 
Well, whin I recovered myself, there I 
was, an the broad o’ my back, and two 
things etickin' out o’ my hands, like a 
pair o’ Hnsshian’a horse-pistik—and I 
thought tbe sight ’id lave my eyes, whin 
I seeu they wt-ro two mortial legs. My 
jew’!, I threw them down like a hot 
pratee, and jumpin’ up, I roared out mill;* 
murther. On, you mnrlherin’villain,’ eays 
I, shaking my fist at the cow—* Oh, you 
unnath’ral haste,’ says I, * you’ve ate poor 
Paddy, you theivin’ cannabie, you’re worse 
thau a neyger,’ saya I ; ‘and bad luck to 
you, how dainty yeu are, that nothin’ ’id 
serve you for you supper but the best piper 
in Ireland? 
Weirasthru! wñrasthrul 
what’ll tne whole counthry say to such an 
unnath’ral murther? and you, lookin' as 
innocent there as a lamb, and eating your 
hay, as quite as if nothin’ happened.’ 
With that, I ran but, for throth I didn’t 
like to be near her ; and goin' into the 
hou*e, I tould them all about it. 
‘ Arrah ! be aisy,’ eavs my father. ‘ Bid 
luck to the lie I tell you.’ says I. ‘I? it 
ate, Paddy?’ says they. ‘Divil a doubt of 
it,’ siy'3 I. ‘ Are you rure, Shamns ?’ says 
my mother. ‘I wish I was as sure of a 
new pair of brogues,’ says I. ‘ Bad luck 
to the bit she has left iv him, but hia two 
legs.’ ‘Aud do you tell me she ate the 
pipes, too ?’ says my father. ‘ By gor, I 
b’litve so,’ says I. ‘Oh, the divil fly away 
wid her,’ says he, • what a cruel taste she 
has for music !’ ‘Arrah,’ says my mother, 
‘ don't he cureing the oo* that gives the 
milk to the childher.’ 
‘ Yis, 1 will,'rays 
my father ; ‘ why shouldn't I curse sitch an 
unnath’ral bavte ?’ * Y u oughtn’t to curse 
any livin’ that’s undher your roof,’says my 
mother. 
* By my sow!, thin,’ says my 
father, ‘she shan’t be undher my roof any 
more ; for I’ll sicd her to the fair this mia- 
it,’ says he, ‘ and Srll her for whatever 
she’ll biirg. Goaff.’tays he, ‘Shamus, the 
minit you’ve a‘.e your breakquest, and 
dhrfve her to the fair.’ ‘Throth, I don’t 
like to dhrive her,'saj s i . 'Arrah, don’t 
be maltin' a gommagh of yourself,' says 
he. ‘Faith, 1 don’t,'says I. ‘Well, like 
or no like,’ says he, ‘you mu?t dhrive her.’ 
‘Sure, father,’ saya I, ‘you could take 
more oare of her yourself.’ • That’s mighty 
good,’ siya he, ‘to keep a dog and bark 
myseif;’ aud faith I rec’llected the sayin’ 
from that hour ; ‘let mu have no more 
words about it,’ says he, ‘but be aff wid 
you.’ 
So aff I wint, and it’s no lie I’in fellin’, 
whin I say it was sore agin my will I had 
anything to do with sitch a villain of a 
baste. But, howsomeve’r, I cut a brave 
long wattle, that I might dhrive the man- 
ather iv a thief, as sle w n, without bein’ 
uear her at all, at all. 
Well, away we wint along tbe road, and 
mighty throng it wuz wid the boys aud the 
g’rle, and, in short, all sorts, rich and poor, 
high and low, ciowdiu’ to the fair. 
‘God save you,'says one to me. ‘G.'d 
save you, kindly,’ says I. • That’s a tine 
baste you’re dhriviu’,’ says he. ‘Throth, 
she is,’ ssys I; though God knows it wint 
agin my heart to say a good word for the 
likes ot her. ‘ It’s to tee fair you’re goiu’, 
I suppose,’ says he, ‘with the baste?’ (He 
was a snug-lookio’ farmer, ridin’ a purty 
little gray hack ) ‘ Faith, thin, you’re right 
enough,’says I, ‘it’s to the fair I’m goin’.’ 
‘W hat do you expec’ for her,’ says he. 
‘ Faith, thin, myself doesn’t know,’ says 
I—and that was thrue enough, yeu see, 
bekase I was bewildered like, about the 
haste, intirely. ‘That’s a quare way to be 
goiu’ to market,’ says be, ‘ and not tu know 
what you expec’ for ycur baste. ‘ Oub, 
saya I—not likin’ to let biin susplct there 
waa anything wrong wid her—‘och,’ says 
I, in a careless sort of a way, ‘ sure no one 
can tell what a baste ’11 bring, antil they 
come to the fair,’ says I, ‘and see what 
price is going’.’ ‘Indeed, that’s nath’ral 
enough,’ rays he. ‘ Bat if you wor bid a 
fair price before you come to the fair, sure 
you might as well take it.’ say9 he. 
‘Ob, I've no objection in life,’ says I. 
* Well thin, w hat will you ax for her ?’ says 
he. ‘Why thm, I wouldn’t like to be on- 
raysonrble,’ ssjb I (for the tbruth was, j on 
know, I wanted to get rid iv her), ‘ and so 
I'll take four pounds for her,’ says I, ‘ and 
no lees.’ ‘No less?’says he. ‘Why sure, 
that’s chspe enough,’ says I. ‘Throth it 
in,’ says he ; ‘ aud I’m thinkiu’ us too 
chape it is,’ says he ; ‘ for if there wasn’t 
somethin’ the matther, it’s not lor that 
you’d be selling the tine milch cow, as the 
is, to ail appearance.’ ‘ Indeed, thin,’ ssys 
I, ‘upon my conscience she is a fine milch 
cow.’ ‘ Maybe,’ says he, ‘she's gone off 
her milk, in regard that she doesn’t feed 
well?’ ‘Och, by this and tbat,’ says I, 
‘in regard of feedin’, there’s not the likes 
of her in Ireland ; so make your mind 
aisy, and if you like her for the money, 
you may have her.’ ‘ Why, indeed, I’m 
not in a hurry,’ says he, ‘and I’ll wait 
till I see how they go in the fair.’

‘ Is it a cow for to ate a piper ?’ says one 
o’ thim. 
‘ Divil a word o’ lie in it, for I seen hia 
corps myself, and nothin’ left but the two 
leg?,’ saja I ; ‘and it’s a folly to be athriv- 
in’ to hide it, for I see she’ll never lave it 
atf—at poor Paddy Grogan know* to bis 
cost, Lord be marciful to him.’ 
‘Who’s that takin’ my name in vain?’ 
says a voice in the crowd ; and with that, 
shovin’ the throng a one side, who the 
divii should I see but Paddy Grogan, to all 
appearance. 
‘ On, hould him too,’ says I ; ‘ keep him 
av me, for it’s not himself at all, but his 
ghost,’ eays I ; ‘for ho was kilt last night, 
to my 83rtin knowledge, every inch av 
him, all to his legs.’ 
We!!, sir, with that Paddy—for it roas 
Paddy himself, as it kem out afther—fell 
a laugbin,’ and that you’d think his sides 
ud split ; aud when he kem to himself, he 
ups and he tould uz ’ ow it was, a? I towld 
you already ; and the likes av the fun 
they made av me, was beyant teilin’, fur 
wrongfully misdoubtin’ the poor cow, and 
layiu’ the blame of atin’ a piper an her. So 
we all wint into the tint to have it ex­ 
plained, and Wy gor it took a full gallon o’ 
sper’t8 t’ explain it; and we dhrauk health 
and long life to Paddy and the cow, and 
Paddy played that day beyant all tcllin’, 
and mony a one said the likes was never 
beerd before or sence, even from Paddy 
himself—and av coorso the poor slandered 
cow was dhruv homo agin, and many a 
qntit day she had wid uz afther th at; and 
whin she died, throth my father had sitch 
a regard for the poor thing, that he had

The total nnmber of letter* and other arti­ 
cles mailed at and passing through the New 
York Postoflice during the fiscal year ju*t 
closed, exclusiva of those for city delivery, 
was 504,369,488. The total number of 
sacks of domestic and foreign mail matter 
made up was 1,389.225, a daily average of 
4,540. Papers and packages to the num­ 
ber of 265.243 imperfectly directed were 
forwardtd after correction of their ad­ 
dresses. Tde average weight of mail mat­ 
ter received and sent daily by the Post­ 
office was 140 tons, of which 45 were re­ 
ceived and 95 dispatched. The heaviest 
weight on snv one day was 125 tons dis­ 
patched and CO tons received, and the low­ 
est weight on auy one day 82 tons dis­ 
patched and 37 tons received.—[New York 
Sun.

W a t c h e s. — Stem-winding 
watches 
are 
now made on a different plan from what 
has been customary, the improved system 
possessing, it is thought, some speeisl ad­ 
vantages. 
Thus, when it is desired to set 
the hands, the stem is first drawn out, 
which causes a collar on the end of it to 
bear opon a stud in the shorter arm of a 
two-armed curved lever. 
This depresses 
the long arm of the latter, whioh turns a 
yoke and disengages the gearing from the 
mainspring arbor, connecting an independ­ 
ent wheel with the hand-setting train, to 
which motion is imparted by turning the 
stem. 
As soon as pulling on the stem 
oeases, the yoke is thrown back to its place 
by a spring. 
Normally, another wheel, 
carried by the yoke, meshes with the ar­ 
bor wheel of the mainspring, and is that 
always ready for winding by pressing down 
upon and winding the stem. This arrange­ 
ment is simple.—[Boston Herald. 


About a Foolish King—As Odd B1U—A 
'Bold Claim—Native Schools 
—The Chinase.

H o n o l u l u , H. I., July 31, 1882. 
It was hoped that last week would bring 
to an end the vertigicons harlequinade 
which has been in progress three months 
in the Government building called Hali 
Iolsni. but which has grown to be better 
knows as the “ Mad Honse.” The manner 
in which money figures were handled from 
the moment the appropriation bill ap­ 
peared for consideration by oar legislators 
indicated their entire ignorance of values, 
which is perhaps not to be wondered at 
when we remember that they are little 
better than a poor lot of heathens, unqual­ 
ified to care for themselves much less rule 
those more fortunately born in the flood- 
tide of civilization ; but it was felt that the 
amounts appropriated for sugar plums, pop­ 
guns, wooden swords, flags, fire-crackers 
and the glittering baubles so fascinating to 
the savage, were placed at the highest pos­ 
sible notch. 
Last week’s final reading of 
the bill dispelled this delusion. 
Instead 
of simply paesing upon the several items, 
each was debated in most disorderly man­ 
ner, as though in paudemoniac committee 
of the whole, and almost doubled, the civil 
list being especially favored. 


THE FREE LlqCOR BILL 
Had been passed, and Kalakaua had evi­ 
dently renewed his promise to sign it in 
consideration of their fulfilling their part 
of the contract in doing so handsomely by 
him. 
By way of showing him that there 
was nothing mean about them when other 
people’s money was concerned, they pro­ 
ceeded in defiance of all law, rules of order, 
decency and common-senee to vote him 
fabulous sums for jewelry, soldiers’ clothes, 
fireworks, feathers, brats - buttons, tin- 
whistles, drums, aud “ games aud occupa­ 
tions ” after Hawaiian ideas of an improved 
kindergarten. 
Reference 
having 
been 
made to Kalakaua’s receiving a larger in­ 
come than the President of the United 
States, a sable solon rose in his place de­ 
claring th at the President of the United 
States received not only $25,000 a year, 
but has access also to a privy purse of $3,­ 
000,000, which he could draw upon and 
spend at pleasure withont Congressional 
interference. 
Some one had been stuffing 
the poor fellnw—perhaps Kalakaua him­ 
self. 
The $2 000,000 loan bill, which has 
been passed, is justified by the Cabinet on 
the ground that the money is to be ex­ 
pended on immigration for repopnlation, 
agricultural interests, ssnitation of Hon­ 
olulu, 
and public im provem ents; 
but 
all 
that 
is 
necessary, 
or likely 
to 
he accomplished in this direction, conld 
be effected without a loan if the revenue 
had not been already appropriated to ena­ 
ble Kalakaua to make a greater fool of 
himself than was nature’s first intention. 
The draft of tbe $10,000,000-loan bill is a 
literary effort deserving immortality. The 
intention was to float the loan upon tbe 
English market through a London syndi­ 
cate, which had bidden about twenty cents 
on the dollar, with a view to speculation. 
The $2,000,000 thus acquired by Hawaii 
could be loaned by Kalakaua to Tom, Dick 
and H arry on promissory notes, etc., which 
Kanakas understood to mean that they 
could borrow from Kalakaua all they 
wanted by putting their names, or marks, 
to a slip of paper. 
W ith what avidity an 
American Indian, or a San Francisco sand- 
lotter would jump at a like opportunity. 
Kanakas are of the same breed. 
Seeing 
breakers ahead, if this bill passed, the 
Cabinet killed it in committee, so Kalaksua 
was obliged to abandon this little plum. 
The unblushing effrontery of that half­ 
w itted heathen is hardly credible. 
W ith 
an assurance worthy of his nude arboral 
grandfather, he comes before the Snpreme 
Court demanding a large and 


v a l u a b l e e s t a t e, 
On the ground that his grandfather, Ai-ka- 
na-ka, and not the woman’s husband, was 
father to tbe deceased, to whom the estate 
belonged. 
Kalakaua claims that, on one 
occasion, the chiefs and people being en­ 
gaged in cntting sandal-wood in the mount­ 
ains north of Honolulu, bis grandfather co­ 
habited with deceased’s mother, the issued 
being called Mo-e-ho-nu-a, which means, 
“ sleeping on the gronnd,” from the cir­ 
cumstance of their sleeping on the ground 
during the 
sandal-wood 
cutting time. 
From this it might be supposed natives sel­ 
dom sleep on the ground. 
They never 
sleep anywhere else. I t’s also claimed that, 
as tokens of acknowledgmen tth at the child 
was his, Ai-ka-na-ks, gave the woman his 
malo (loin cloth), two lai pa la-o a (hair 
necklaces), and a ka hi li (featber-duster), 
which presumably constituted the sum 
total of his wearing apparel. 
About 
those gifts the evidence of Kalakana’s 
witnesses 
conflicts 
most 
grievously. 
By 
way 
of 
thoroughly 
establish­ 
ing his claim Kalakaua cites a legend— 
“ Umi or Liloa”—as a parallel case, and 
therefore a precedent for the Court, which, 
however, held that even though it be con­ 
ceded that the proofs are reasonably clear 
that Ai-ka-na-ka did have intercourse with 
deceased’s mother, and certain tokens were 
deposited either then or at the birth, they 
would mean no more than an indication 
that he believed he was the child’s father, 
for the woman continued to live with her 
husband, and there could be no certainty 
that Ai-ka na-ka waa really the father. 
Therefore the Court rnled that Mo-e-bo- 
DD-a was not the legitimate son of A i-ki­ 
na-ks, and consequently Kalakaua was not 
entitled to inherit the estate. 
Our Gov­ 
ernment schools have been holding their 
closing exercises, consisting of oral exam­ 
inations. 
Highly edifying entertainment 
waa afforded 


AT NATIVE SCHOOLS, 
In which English is taught. 
An old 
Rbcord-U nion 
correspondent 
(Mark 
Twain) described in a letter how natives 
used to attend chnrch clad in but one ar­ 
ticle of wearing apparel, perhaps a boot, 
glove, veat, shirt, paDta over the arms, or 
coat over the legs, etc. 
The fashion has 
changed ainoe then. Now a suit of summer 
clothing it frequently supplemented by an­ 
other that an Arctic explorer might covet, 
bat encasing the pedal 
extremities in 
leather seems to be a specie* of torture the 
Kanaka cannot endure, and only afflicts 
himself in that way upon rare and extraor­ 
dinary occasions. 
School children 
are 
chipa of the old block, ank to aee how the 
chips sometimes flew heel* np in attempt­ 
ing to cross the smooth floor waa electrify­ 
ing, and all because they had more un­ 
wieldy 
shoe-leather 
than they 
were 
capable 
of 
controlling, 
while 
their 
minds were distracted by 
the gandy 
raiment of some indulgent relatives or 
friends of 
more generous 
proportions 
than themselves. 
The e flct wee also man- 
fleet in their answers to questions, to say 
nothing of the warm springe gushing from 
every pore, end intidnously undermining 
haughty and stuck-upoollars, frills, starched 
gowns, etc. 
For instance, when asked to 
name and decline some adjective, one prom­ 
ising Hawaiian gave, “ among, amonger, 
amongst.” 
A bidding legislator being 
asked to expresa in other words a sentence 
beginning with 
“ does,” 
said, 
“ dear 
wahines,” (girls), and in explanation said 
that “ doe” waa a female deer. 
When 
singing-time came, and tbe whole school 
bant forth in a song to the air of “ The 
King of the Cannibal lelanda," the climax 
was capped, it being with difficulty the 
member* of the royal family present conld 
keep their seats. 
Kalakaua has not much 
nerve or nerves, but the little he has re­ 
sponds very unpleasantly to that air. 


A LITTLE RED FISH 
Called by natives alalaua has appeared in 


Honolulu bay in great numbers, yet they 
bring $1 per dozen in market, so extortion­ 
ate are onr native fishermen. This sardine­ 
sized mite is a Hawaiian prognosticator of 
death te the house of Kamehameha, the 
ancient and first line of chiefs who rnled 
these islands as a united kingdom. 
Tbe 
only survivor is Ruth Kee-li ko la-ni, a 
sylph-like creature of some 350 pounds, 
who hss just returned from Mani, where 
she was prostrated by a complaint said to 
be heart disease. 
She was sent for last 
Eummer in like manner, but refused to go, 
notwithstanding that a cloud coffin hung 
over her new palace a long time one night. 
Natives believe this is her last call. 
It is 
usual in snch cases to lie down and give sip 
the ghost without a murmur, and some­ 
times on loes than twenty.four hours’ 
notice. 
It was this ancient maiden, Kee- 
li-ko la-ni (occasionally pronounced Kil- 
larney, for short), who, by sacrificing a 
white cock, a pig, a bandana handkerchief 
and other mystic emblems to our fair­ 
haired fire goddess Pele, arrested last sum­ 
mer’s lava flow. 
Over two months ago two Chinese Commis­ 
sioners. Low Hong Kuev, of the Legation 
at Washington, and On Young W ing, of 
the Consulate at San Francisco, arrived 
here, and a call upon them at th at time 
clitited the fact that representations had 
been made to the Chinese Government that 
its subjects here were in a deplorable con­ 
dition of slavery. No complaints, however, 
had been made by the people themselves, 
nevertheless the Government deemed it 
advisable to order the Ive -ation at W ash­ 
ington to send Commisioners here to in­ 
quire into the situation and report thereon. 
They have just returned from a tour of 
Hawaii and Maui, and speak highly of 
the condition in which their countrymen 
were fooud upon plantations, 
but one 
grievance being discovered, and tnat was 
the 
LACK OF PHYSICIANS 
When sick the Coinamen long to return 
to China, where they conld be treated ac­ 
cording to their long-established and quaint 
ideas of medical science ; but they are not 
possessed by that inconvenient religious 
sentiment which requires their b;>ue3 to be 
s*nt home, except in a few isolated cases. 
Little difference is fonnd in their mode of 
living, which is substantially the same, no 
m atter where they go. 
On plantations 
here they get their wages and are provided 
with houses, which they furni-h in their 
own way. 
Some planters, fearing th tir 
Chinamen 
might economize too much 
on their food, supply them with ail the 
rice, fish aud meat they can eat. 
Those 
who have lived in California declare a pref­ 
erence for these islands. 
Thi3 steamer takes a number of Mormon 
elders hack to California, on their way to 
Salt Lake, after several years labor among 
Kalakaua’s subjects, who take kindly to 
the teachings ot Joe Smith, the chief diffi/' 
oulties in the way of complete fulfillment 
of bis laws ecclesiastic being a female fam­ 
ine in the laud, there being but one woman 
to tour or five men, and the Chinese gobble 
most of them, so that there exists, a few 
miles from Honolulu, the anomaly of a 
bachelor and monogamic Mormondom.

1 his rather fascinating occupation [type­ 
setting] is found to be very hard on women 
if they stand at the work. 
Tne testimony 
of Mias S 
is given, who had for long 
been a type-setter and foreman of a com­ 
posing room. 
It was: “ I have no hesita­ 
tion in saying that I think I never knew a 
dozen lady compositors who were well. 
Their principal troubles are those belong­ 
ing to the eex, and great pains in the back, 
limbs and head.” 
W ith regard to this highly organized oc­ 
cupation [telegraphy] the same general 
statements are made, with a difference 
only : “ Tnose at all familiar with the de­ 
mands upon the nervous energy and man­ 
ipulative dexterity required by the pro­ 
cesses of telegraphy will not be surprised 
that the rapidity, readiness of perception, 
eto., arc found to exert upon the general 
aud special health of the youthful lady 
operator a most positive and injurious ef­ 
fect.” 
A “ lady operator” many years in 
the business reported: “ I have broken 
down several times from sheer nervous de­ 
bility. 
I was well in every particular 
when I entered the office. 
Since I broke 
down the first time I have never been 
‘ right,’ though much improved when out 
on my vacations.” 
Few occupations would seem so attract­ 
ive to the average working.woman as the 
counting of money in tbe treasuries of the 
United S ’ates. 
It is found to demand 
“ concentration, alertness, continued exer­ 
cise,” and these, with the monotony, work 
mischief. 
One of the oldest lady workers 
said : "G radually they learn to connt 
faster, but"* they continue in the work but 
a short tim e.” 
The counting of the rattan 
strands at Wakefield is found to produce 
the same unbearable results, 
Ot stenography we have the same re­ 
port— “ constant employment therein would 
inevitably break a woman down in a short 
time.” 
Here sewing machine work is one of the 
greatest of the modern occupations for 
women, and it is found to be a doubtful 
blessing. 
The troubles produced by the 
continued use of the sewing machine are 
classed under some general heads : First, 
indigestion; second, muscular pains; third, 
diseases peculiar to women ; fourth, gen­ 
eral debility.— [Charles W . Elliott, in 
North American Review.

take it for hia consolation that all the 
thriftless, drunken and idle husbands are 
thereby kept from ueing their wife’e earn­ 
ings to keep themeelvea in idleneae and 
vicionsnesa. 
It is usually the hatband 
that ia complained of, and who keep* tight 
grip on the paree-etrings—so nsual that the 
law does not mention anywhere, eo far as 
we can discover, that a married woman 
who goes into business on her own account, 
under tbe law of 1872, ia under obligation! 
to feed and clothe and lodge her husband 
under her roof. 
Perhaps A. B. has pointed 
ont a crying evil and omiañon in tne law* 
of Pennsylvania. 
There are a number of 
married women who are engaged in busi­ 
ness. 
If there are any hard-hearted one* 
among them who have engaged in business 
nnder the Act of 1872 ana now deny to so­ 
ber snd indnstrioas and unfortunate hus­ 
bands shelter, meat, and drink, and clothes, 
it is quite time that the Legislature shoald 
step in, indeed, and make the husband at 
least the equal of his wife, or as she wonld 
be in a aimilar case. 
It may not be amus­ 
ing for A. B., bat it is decidedly droll to 
the looker-on to hsve snch an important 
matter as this left in doubt. ”
